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Which is why G.W. Bush is a 
lot more like R.M. Nixon. 

When I first started to see 
“Visualize impeachment” bumper 
stickers around town, they were 
mostly an expression of frustration, 
sort of like “Reelect Gore.” As 
Steven T. Jones reports on page 17, 
for the first four of George W. 
Bush’s five years in the Oval Office, 
the “I” word was mostly confined to 
the political fringes. Not any more. 

Social movements tend to ignite 
with some sort of single flashpoint, 
and this one seems to be the revela- 

_ tions that the Bush administration 
spied on thousands of Americans 
without bothering to get warrants. 
But the case actually goes a lot 
deeper: Clinton may have lied about 
his sex life, but Bush lied when he 
took the nation to war, a war that’s 
taken tens of thousands of lives. 

So this goes far beyond political 
sour grapes. The evidence that we 
have right now is enough to argue 
that Bush (and Cheney — you have 
to go after both of them) committed 
enough in the way of “high crimes 
and misdemeanors” to justify a full 
congressional investigation. 

So far, the official leadership of 
the Democratic Party has been 
awfully, awfully cautious about this. 
Howard Dean is tiptoeing around. 
Nancy Pelosi is ducking for cover. 
John Kerry won't touch it. 

But the need for a committee 
with subpoena power to start dig- 
ging into the criminal aspects of 
Bush and Cheney’s imperial presi- 
dency is growing by the day. 
(Remember: The most serious dirt 
on Watergate didn’t come out until 
the congressional investigations got 
rolling). 

Official Washington isn’t going 
to make that happen without some 
grassroots pressure. In fact, it feels 
as if the politicians (as usual) are 
waiting around for the public to 
start to demand action. 

This ought to be the defining 
issue in this year’s midterm congres- 
sional elections — and if the 
Democrats take back either house, it 
ought to be the first agenda item for 
2007. SFBG 
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EDITORIAL The San Francisco 
Democratic Party may wind up kick- 
ing out one of its most active clubs this 
week. It’s a bizarre concept, and the 
members of the Democratic County 
Central Committee (DCCC) shouldn't 
tolerate it for a second. 

The Harvey Milk LGBT Club, 
one of the city most eminent 
Democratic Party organizations, may 
be effectively voted out of the party for 
refusing to abide by an outdated and 
counterproductive endorsement rule. 
Local party procedures require that 
chartered clubs endorse only 
Democrats; that might make sense for 
statewide and national races, but all 
local elections in California are non- 
partisan. And since the Green Party 
has emerged as a real contender in 
some local races — and, sometimes, as 
the standard-bearer for the progressive 
agenda — the ban on cross-party 
endorsements could badly damage 
progressive alliances and the effective- 
ness of a club like Milk. 

In the,2003 mayor's race, for 
example, the Milk Club endorsed Tom 
Ammiano, but when Ammiano failed 
to make the runoff, the club members 
did what most progressives did: They 
backed Matt Gonzalez. The decision 
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Save the Milk Club! 


had nothing to do with party affilia- 
tion and everything to do with issues. 
The Democrat in the race, Gavin 
Newsom, was wrong on homeless pol- 
icy, tax policy, development policy, and 
a lot of other things. 

Same goes for the 2002 School 
Board race, when the Milk Club 
backed Sarah Lipson and Whitney 
Leigh, both of whom had strong edu- 
cational platforms and both of whom 
happened to be Green Party members. 

The Milk Club has never been 
blinded by party loyalty, and that’s to 
its immense credit. The members are 
Democrats, and active Democrats, but 
when it comes to local races, they real- 
ize that sometimes the local party 
establishment is allied with all the 
wrong people and taking on all the 
wrong issues. 

Here’s the problem: In recent 
years, the official process for chartering 
Democratic clubs has been pretty lax; 
frankly, nobody really cared if the clubs 
were “re-chartered” every year or not. 
But now the DCCC seems to care, a 
lot — and when the Milk Club's char- 
ter comes up for reauthorization Jan. 
25, there are some DCCC members 
who will almost certainly vote to 
bounce the club from the party.

The Democratic Party’s obsession 
with crushing the Greens has been, 
and remains, foolish, particularly in 
San Francisco.

The only ones who benefit 
from driving a wedge between these 
two groups of activists are the top-level 
party hacks and machine leftovers who 
want to keep using the local 
Democratic Party as a tool for real 
estate developers, lobbyists, and cor- 
rupt backroom dealmakers.

Let’s face it: The Milk Club is an 
important part of the Democratic 
Party, and any DCCC member who 
votes against reauthorizing the club's 
charter will be forever branded as a 
friend of the bad old machine power- 
brokers and a foe of progressive 
reform.

Stop the 
closure 
madness 


EDITORIAL After all the commu- 
nity protests, the press conferences, 
the furious parents waiting patiently 
for a few minutes to speak about 
saving their community schools, the 
San Francisco School Board made a 
series of moves Jan. 19 to close and 
consolidate schools that saved all of 
$2.5 million. 

It’s not enough to stave off the 
district's financial problems (espe- 
cially given the difficult contract 
talks with the teacher’s union this 
spring). Which means the odds are 
the same ugly scenario will be 
played out again next year. 

That’s the one part of the whole 
awful situation that simply can't be 
repeated. 

The school district is losing stu- 
dents. A lot of the reason is rooted 
in the cost of housing in San 
Francisco and the flight of families, 
and the school board can’t stop that. 
But it can make parents m the city 
feel comfortable with the public 
schools, and this sort of annual 
political fiasco isn’t helping a bit. 

The board needs to initiate a 
long-range planning process for 
school buildings — now. A task 
force of parents, teachers, and prin- 
cipals ought to be created today, and 
that group should hold a series of 
public hearings this spring to solicit 
input on addressing the problem of 
declining enrollment. 

There are no easy, quick fixes, 
and it does no good to just blame 
the governor and hope somehow 
Sacramento will come to its senses 
and adequately fund all California 
schools. But there are plenty of cre- 
ative ideas out there (including cre- 
ative new revenue ideas). And before 
the administration releases yet 
another death list, the public needs 
to have a chance to fully compre- 
hend the problem and offer alterna- 
tives — in public. 

This has to be the top priority 
for the next superintendent. The 
public schools simply can’t function 
like this anymore. SFBG

The problem with winning 


OPINION Sometimes winning is not 
all it’s cracked up to be. Such is the 
case with the recent settlement in the 
almost two-year battle against alleged 
racial discrimination at the popular 
Castro nightspot Badlands. 

For those who came in late: A year 
and a half ago, the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission conclud- 
ed that the bar discriminated against. 
African Americans and others in card- 
ing policies and hiring practices. 
Pickets became regular occurrences 
outside the establishment last summer, 
as the queer antiracist group And 
Castro 4 All (AC4A), which I was part 
of, called for a boycott. Mayor Gavin 
Newsom eventually jumped into the 
fray, urging both sides to come to the 
table. He asked former mayor Willie 
Brown to act as mediator. That media- 
tion eventually produced a settlement, 
the terms of which are confidential. 
AC4A attorney Julius Turman told the 
San Francisco Chronicle the agreement 
will produce “a campaign that express- 
es openness and dwareness about dif- 
ferent folks who live in and frequent 
the Castro.” 

As vocalist Peggy Lee used to sing, 
“Ts that all there is?” Five months of 
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weekly Saturday night picketing and 
all we got is a lousy PR campaign. Of 
course, we achieved much more. The 
organizing that happened after com- 
plainants came forward drew world- 
wide attention to a problem that has 
existed in the queer community since 
long before I came out. 

The Badlands protests drew 75 to 
100 demonstrators week after week. 
Those folks included civil rights lead- 
ers, local politicians, union members, 
tenants’ rights advocates, and others. 
Nearly 30 of us testified before the 
Entertainment Commission in favor of 
a suspension of Les Natali’s entertain- 
ment license. The commission ulti- * 
mately took no action. It didn’t matter. 
Nothing deterred our incredible energy 
and movement until Natali agreed to 
mediate and a decision was made to 
end the pickets. It seemed like the 
right thing to do at the time. 

Tt was the same mistake queer- 
youth shelter advocates made a few 
years ago. In the dot-com boom of the 
late 90s, more and more queer youth 
were ending up on the streets because 
of soaring rents. A group of activists, 
myself included, fought for a homeless 
youth shelter in the Castro. A site was 


eventually secured. We knew it was 
merely a Band-Aid on the real prob- 
lem, which was the lack of affordable 
housing, but we rejoiced at the fact 


that we had built a safety net for those | 


among us who most desperately need 
it. When the shelter doors opened, all 
of us packed up and went away. The 
problem of homelessness and lack of 
affordable housing didn't. 

Similarly, racism will not go away 
because Natali and complainants have 
signed a settlement. The fight must go 
on. But how? It seems to be a perenni- 
al problem with the left: We mobilize, 
score a victory of some sort, then go 
home, only to reinvent the wheel the 
next time around. Racism is too 
important an issue to drop the ball 
until the next Badlands. We need to 
reignite the struggle. The big question 
is, how do we do that now? The tone 
of the media coverage of the settle- 
ment is that everything is hunky-dory; 
the problem has been solved. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth.

process of law. 

This is probably what Alito 
meant as he “bobbed and weaved” 
and “talked about process.” It 
would be legally irresponsible for a 
judge to predecide a case.

Since Mayor Gavin Newsom

Gunman walking 


What happens when you shoot a pistol at 
someone on a crowded SF street? Not much.

When Andrew Henderson strode 
into court Jan. 12, he didn’t look par- 
ticularly worried — even though he 
was facing charges for burglary, 
receiving stolen property, conspiracy,

resisting arrest, giving false informa- 
tion to a police officer, and driving 
with a suspended license. 

And why should he be stressed? 
Henderson, 18, who was wearing 
jailhouse orange, his dreadlocks 
hanging to his shoulders, has, 
according to numerous law enforce- 


ment sources, been remarkably suc- 
cessful in eluding any serious pun- 
ishment for his conduct. 
Henderson, these sources say, 
played a starring role in the 2005 
shooting death of Javon King, 15. 
Yet so far he hasn't done any real 
time for the slaying. At a moment 
when politicians, city officials, com- 
munity activists, and journalists are 
all grappling with the city’s balloon- 
ing homicide rate, the story of 
Andrew Henderson makes one won- 
der: If we can't bring a murder pros- 
ecution in a case of a videotaped 
shooting in front of a bus full of 
people, what do we need to get a 
homicide conviction in this town? 


King was killed last April during a 
gun battle in the Bayview district 
between young men from rival 
cliques. 

On the afternoon he was slain, 
King was standing near his home, a 
flat in the Jackie Robinson Garden 
Apartments, a swath of federally 
subsidized apartments on Hudson 
Street. As the 54 Felton Muni bus 
approached the intersection of 
Hudson and Cashmere Streets, 
shooting erupted, with bullets going 
back and forth between a cluster of 
teenagers standing near a bus stop 
and at least one passenger on the 
bus. 

Two to three young men got off 
the bus and apparently chased down 
King and the other kids. Somewhere 
in the mayhem, sources tell the 
Guardian, a bullet found King. Police 
at the time told the San Francisco 
Chronicle they weren't sure what role, 
if any, King played in the shoot-out. 
About King, an inspector informed

the Chronicle, “we know nothing.” 

King, his mother, Anita Barron, 
told us, “was a typical teenager. He 
was a class clown. He liked to build 
motorcycles and take em apart. He 
wanted to be a mechanical engineer.” 

Barron admitted her son, who 
was educated at the June Jordan 
School for Equity and at John 
O'Connell High, a vocational school, 
“wasn't an angel.” He'd been arrested 
for robbery and was on probation at 
the time of his death. But she insist- 
ed he was a decent kid — one who 
would've turned 16 last week. 

Police quickly arrested 
Henderson and another young man. 
In contrast to many murder cases, 
where leads are scarce and the evi- 
dence is slim to nonexistent, the cops 
had a head start: a videotape from 
Muni’ surveillance camera, which, 
according to several knowledgeable 
sources, captured Henderson firing a 
handgun through the bus window at 
people on the sidewalk. “It’s very 
clear,” one person who's seen the 
video said. “I thought they'd convict 
the guy.” 

We were barred from viewing 
the video by the San Francisco City 
Attorney’s Office, which says the 
tape is being used in an ongoing 
criminal probe.

juvenile court — and it’s against 


state law to divulge information 
about such Obviously, that 
makes it ill for people familiar 
with the case to speak openly, and it 
makes it difficult to pinpoint what 
— if anything — went awry in the 
prosecution of Henderson. 

In a juvenile court case, three 
parties typically have input: the 
defendant’s lawyer, the District 
Attorney’s Office, and the Juvenile 
Probation Department, which 
assesses the defendant and makes a 
recommendation to the court about 
how to handle the teenager. A final 
determination of guilt or innocence 
is made by a judge — there are no 


juries in juvenile court. 


Some insiders contend the 
Juvenile Probation Department isn't 
serious s enough about chasgale the

Others, however, dispute the 
notion that Juvenile Probation goes 
easy on gun cases. Asked about the 
allegations, Chief Probation Officer 
Bill Sifferman responded, “Guns are 
instruments of violence and are not 
tolerated. ... We treat violence as a 
significant threat to the short- and 
long-term safety of the public.” 

But in this case, a 17-yea 
who at the very least tried to 
someone to death ended up quickly 
back on the streets — which sug- 
gests something in the system, at 
some level, is badly broken. 

When it comes to Henderson, 
multiple sources say a pair of factors 
hampered prosecutors. First, investi- 
gators were unable to locate any wit- 
nesses willing to testify. Second, they 
didn’t find the gun and therefore 
had no forensic link between 
Henderson and the lead that stole 
King’s life. 

Based on the videotape, 
Henderson was eventually tried and 
convicted on a trio of felony gun 
possession charges, none of them 
directly connected to the murder. 

And he got a pretty lenient sen- 
tence. He was sent to a nonsecure 
group home outside the city, which 


he fled, returning to San Francisco, 
where he was busted for the burgla- 
ry and other charges late last year. 
He was supposed to spend a year in 
the home. 

“For something as dramatic as 
that act, the punishment in no way 
fits the crime,” said Sup. Ross 
Mirkarimi, who spent years investi- 
gating juvenile crime for the DA’s 


Office before entering elected office. 


“Td say historically we've done a 
horrible job of addressing juvenile 
crime, which is why these young 
people are growing up to become 
adult offenders.” 

At the DA’s Office, spokesper- 
son Bilen Mesfin issued a written 
statement saying, “DA Kamala 
Harris has made the prosecution of 
violent crime a top priority. Our 
office has been aggressive in charg- 
ing and prosecuting cases that are 
supported by evidence.” 


On Hudson Street, somebody has 
scrawled over the sign for the Jackie 
Robinson apartments in black and 
gray spray paint. The site of King’s 
death is marked by a pair of teddy 
bears, their fur grimy from the rain, 
along with a couple of deflated bal- 
loons and a vase of flowers. A 54 
bus trudged up the hill past the 
complex. 

King’s mother, who no longer 
lives in the development, is deeply 
bothered by the way her son's case 
has been handled. Henderson, 
Barron complained, “didn't get no 
time. We send people to jail for a 
long time for drugs. Shooting peo- 
ple is more serious than drugs.” 

At this juncture, she said, she 
feels the “whole juvenile system” is 
flawed. And she thinks Henderson 
has gotten a distinct message from 
that system. “They're letting him 
know he can do anything he wants 
to do.” SFBG

Can San Francisco control legal 


loan-sharking?

On Ellis Street in the Tenderloin, 
neara Happy Donuts shop and the 
Glide Memorial Church, stands one 
of the city’s 10 Money Mart loca- 
tions, a bare-bones storefront with 
little more than a lobby and a bullet- 
proof partition separating the masses 
from the money. 

Money Mart is owned by a pub- 
licly traded, Pennsylvania-based 
company called Dollar Finance 
Group, and describes its customers 


loan, the fees start ballooning — on 
its Web site, the Federal Trade 
Commission warns borrowers they 
can easily get stuck paying the 
equivalent of 391 percent interest on 
a payday loan. 

Obviously, it’s a lucrative busi- 
ness: DFG pocketed nearly $300 
million in revenue company-wide in 
2005. Here in San Francisco, the 
firm competes for market share with 
some 90 other outlets. 

While the payday lenders clearly 
have an abundance of customers, not 
everyone is a fan of DFG and its ilk.

in Securities and Exchange 
Commission filings as “typically 
lower- and middle-income working- 
class individuals.” DFG dominates 
the payday-loan and check-cashing 
markets in San Francisco and main- 
tains about 1,320 more “financial 
services” stores in the United States, 
Canada, and Great Britain. 

The loans work like this: The 
customer writes a postdated check 
for the amount of the loan, plus 
interest — generally, plenty of inter- 
est. The lender then cashes the 
check on payday when the cus- 
tomer’s account presumably contains 
enough money to cover it. If the 
consumer doesn’t quickly pay off the 


Over the last several years, calls to 
reform the payday-loan industry 
have emanated from everyone from 
poverty advocates to red-state 
lawmakers to state attorneys general. 
And now local politicians are 
zeroing in on the payday lenders. 
On Jan. 10 the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors unanimously adopted 
a 45-day zoning moratorium on new 
lenders and check cashers in the city, 
a move designed to give the board 
time to devise some long-range reg- 
ulations. The moratorium was spon- 
sored by Sup. Tom Ammiano and 
Treasurer Jose Cisneros. When it 
expires, the supervisors can enact 
permanent regulations or request a 


22-month extension to conduct further research. 

And industry lobbyists are already descend- 
ing on the gilded dome to pressure the board. 

Representatives of the trade group 
California Financial Service Providers appeared 
at the Jan. 10 board meeting and distributed a 
memo arguing payday loans are cheaper than the 
overdraft protection and bounced-check fees 
charged by banks. 

“Payday lenders provide their-services as a 
convenient, less expensive option for consumers 
with an immediate cash need between pay- 
days,” the memo states. In an interview, 
CFSP’s Greg Larsen said, “What we offer is 
simply one short-term solution. We don’t see it 
as a long-term solution.” 

Tomas Lee, an aide to Ammiano, portrays 
the business as “legal loan-sharking,” and would 
like mainstream financial institutions to offer 
more affordable and reasonable services to poor 
folks, including cheaper check-cashing and loan 
options, rather than allowing the payday lenders 
to continue preying on those currently unable to 
obtain credit cards or even bank accounts. 

“T think the city can make a strong case 
that payday-loan institutions target low- 
income communities,” Lee said. “Traditional 
banking institutions don’t open in these types 
of neighborhoods.” 

Indeed, a map prepared by the UCLA 
School of Public Affairs shows lenders and 
check cashers in San Francisco are highly con- 
centrated in neighborhoods with large immi-

grant populations. 

Kevin Stein of the nonprofit advocacy group 
California Reinvestment Committee, says the 
payday-loan biz is particularly big in California. 
“In California the industry is so dug in,” Stein 
said. “There’s so much money here; so many 
consumers. [The lenders] are more entrenched 
here, even with a Democratic legislature.” 

Beyond the lobbyists, Ammiano and other 
local lawmakers may face a larger challenge: 
Municipalities have little latitude to regulate the 
banking business, which is generally overseen by 
state and federal agencies. It’s a problem 
Ammiano ran into back in 1999 when voters 
passed Prop. F, an Ammiano-authored ballot 
measure curbing ATM fees. The measure was 
tossed out by the courts, which said the city had 
no jurisdiction over banking rules. 

Most payday lending is governed by the 
California Department of Corporations, and 
Lee admits the city could face a court challenge 
if it attempts to restrict the lenders. Still, Lee 
figures the city can use local zoning rules to reg- 
ulate the businesses. Los Angeles and Oakland 
successfully employed similar strategies last year. — 
SFBG

Behind the Infiltrator mess at SF Weekly

According to his Jan. 11 Infiltrator 
column in SF Weekly, writer and all- 
around prankster Harmon Leon had a 
pretty silly time at “the AVN Awards 
(otherwise known as the ‘Porn 
Academy Awards’) held in a large 
nightclub in Los Angeles.” 

As is his habit, Leon arrived on 
the scene with a concocted identity. 
This time he was impersonating a 
German porn star named Dieter 
Leitershvantz, who was supposedly 
famous for his appearance in the ficti- 
tious film Loaded Lederhosen. Dieter 
watched porn star T:T. Boy accept an 
award, and he saw a woman in a 
Viking helmet perform a “choreo- 
graphed dance to a Van Halen song.” 

The problem, as people from the 
porn industry quickly noticed, was 
that this year’s AVN (Adult Video 
News) awards — which took place 


just four days before the column ran 


— weren't held in a Los Angeles 
nightclub. As usual, the event was 
staged in a Las Vegas hotel. T-T. Boy 
didn’t win an award, and there was no 
a dancer sporting a Viking helmet. 

Perhaps because of the general 
tumult about the identity of author JT 
LeRoy and the fabrications of “mem- 
oirist” James Frey, the immediate 
reaction to the inconsistency was fair- 
ly vicious, with bloggers and others 
comparing Leon to other disgraced 
writers. 

A week after the Dieter column 
ran — and after local blog SFist had 
dug into the controversy — SF Weekly 
published an editor's note saying 
Leon's column was a new version of 
an old magazine story, based on his 
experiences at another porn industry 
awards show several years ago. The 
note put the blame for the misrepre- 
sentation squarely on Leon, and con- 
cluded, “The column, and Leon's 
byline, will no longer be appearing in 
our pages.” A day later, the Web ver- 
sion of the story was corrected, and 
then, shortly thereafter, the column 
disappeared entirely. 

Still, something didn’t add up. 

Above the ominous-sounding 
send-off, the note — presumably 
penned by editor Tom Walsh, though 
it is unsigned — said, “In the editing 
process, Leon said that the column 
was based upon his attendance at a 
previous AVN award show. I should 
have pointed this out to readers.” 

Let's get this straight: The Weekly 
knew that Leon based his column on 
old reporting, printed the column 


without clarifying that crucial fact, 
and then turned around and blamed 
Leon for the criticism directed its 
way? 

Leon’s brand of gonzo journalism 
certainly poses some dizzying ethical 
questions — Is it really fair to base a 
story on research that is gathered dis- 
honestly? And once you start making 
stuff up, where does it end? 

But there’s nothing particularly 
complicated about this. If the editor 
knew this installment wasn't based on 
a recent experience, why didn't he 
spell that out? Did he just want to 
avoid acknowledging that the paper 
was printing some seriously old news? 

Leon was more than willing to 
chat about the incident. As he tells it, 
the version of the column he submit- 
ted to Walsh (which he also showed 
us) made no mention whatsoever of 
the AVN awards. He says that, when 
Walsh inquired about making the col- 
umn more “current,” he submitted a 
line for the top of the story saying 
that he had some idea what the AVN 
awards were like, having attended a 
similar event in the past. Instead the 
column ran with AVN explicitly 
described as the setting. 

“The main point,” Leon said, “is 
that the editor knew the week before 
publication that it was an old story.” 

Walsh told the Guardian he was 
misled: “I did not know it was seven 
years previous. If I had known ... I 
would have killed the column.” 

Leon — like many freelancers — 
routinely repackages his work for 
multiple publications. We found a 
couple of very similar Leon pieces 
that ran first in the Sacramento News 
and Review, then later in the Weekly. 
We also found two that ran in SF 

Weekly before the News and Review. 
In fact, there was a brief online con- 
troversy about the Sacto version of 
Leon's account of infiltrating a white 
supremacist group. The story said that 
the infiltration was sparked by the 
group’ flyering of Sacramento neigh- 
borhoods, though in reality Leon had 
met up with the racists months 
beforehand. 

Who was the News and Review's 
editor at the time? Tom Walsh. SFBG 
Full disclosure: City editor Steven 
T. Jones worked for Walsh in 
Sacramento, and they parted on 
unfriendly terms. Jones was not 
involved in the writing or editing of 
this story.

The case for impeachm 


It’s not just for radicals anymore

Rep. Nancy Pelosi, the top 
Democrat in the House of 
Representatives, held a Jan. 14 town 
hall meeting back home in San 
Francisco. It’s the sort of thing con- 
gressional representatives do rou- 
tinely, and in safe districts it’s often 
more of a pep rally and love fest 
than anything else. 

But on this day Pelosi was 
quickly confronted by a new politi- 
cal reality. 

Antiwar protesters have already 
been dogging Pelosi for some time 
now over her failure to push 
Democrats to support withdrawal 
from Iraq. About 30 activists 
wielding antiwar signs filed into 
the Marina Middle School audito- 
rium shortly after Pelosi’s presenta- 
tion began, first lining the walls, 


then moving up to stand right in 
front of the stage. 

But the real eruption came when 
a questioner listed several war-relat- 
ed Bush misdeeds and asked, “Are 
these not high crimes and misde- 
meanors?” 

Both of the city’s dominant 
political factions — the radical lefties 
and the loyal Democrats — went 
nuts, the room filling with sustained 
applause and chants of “Impeach! 
Impeach!” 

Pelosi resisted this call for radical 
change. “For those of you concerned 
about these issues,” she told the 
crowd after the roar had died down, 
“T urge you to channel your energies 
into the 2006 elections.” 

But outside the beltway, in con- 
gressional districts all over America, 
the “I” word is moving out of the 
margins. In the wake of the revela- 
tion that federal officials have been 


illegally eavesdropping on American 
citizens without required warrants — 
which President George W. Bush 
not only admitted approving, but 
promised to continue under his 
expansive view of executive power — 
has propelled talk of impeachment 
into the political mainstream. 

. Although political leaders and 
major media outlets have been slow 
to pick up on the trend, national 
polls now show a majority of 
Americans support an impeachment 
inquiry. 

And the sentiment is growing — 
and getting increasingly vocal. At 
one point in the meeting, Pelosi was 
asked whether she will support a res- 
olution by Rep. John Conyers to cre- 
ate a committee with subpoena 
power to investigate whether mem- 
bers of the Bush administration may 
have committed impeachable offens- 
es. “I do not intend to support Mr. 


Conyers'’s resolution,” Pelosi replied. 
The eight-term incumbent in 
one of the most Democratic districts 

in America was loudly booed. 

“Listen to your constituents,” 
someone yelled at Pelosi, who waxed 
philosophical about how she takes 
her oath of office seriously and how 
political change is best left to elec- 
tion time. 

“We have a responsibility to try 
to bring this country together,” 
Pelosi said, to which an angry mem- 
ber of the audience jeered, “You have 
a responsibility to uphold the 
Constitution!”

Impeachment is perhaps the most 
potent and least used power of 
Congress. Just 16 officials — mostly 
federal judges — have been 
impeached, and half of those were 
acquitted at trial by the Senate (or in 
one case, the charges were dropped). 
It’s only happened to two presidents, 
Bill Clinton and Andrew Johnson, 
and neither was ousted from office. 
Richard Nixon escaped a likely 
impeachment only by resigning after 
a long investigation into abuses of 
power that are remarkably similar to 
those facing President Bush: illegal 
wiretaps, war crimes and deceptions, 
crimes in retaliation against per- 
ceived enemies, obstruction of jus- 
tice, and other actions flowing from 
extraconstitutional claims of execu- 
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tive authority. 

After Bush last month con- 
firmed he authorized intercepting 
perhaps thousands of communica- 
tions without required Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Act (FISA) 
warrants — which have proven easy 
to obtain and can even be issued 
after the fact — Nixon's White 
House counsel John Dean concluded 
Bush was “the first American presi- 
dent to admit to an impeachable 
offense.” 

That charge prompted Sen. 
Barbara Boxer to seek the assessment 
of four of the country’s leading con- 
stitutional experts, scholars respected 
by both major parties, writing in her 
letter to them, “This startling asser- 
tion by Mr. Dean is especially 
poignant because he experienced first 
hand the executive abuse of power 
and a presidential scandal arising 
from the surveillance of American 
citizens.” 

To get a perspective on whether 
this and other actions by Bush 
administration officials could be con- 
sidered impeachable, the Guardian 
interviewed three of those four 
scholars: Cass Sunstein of the 
University of Chicago Law School, 
Susan Low Bloch of Georgetown 
Law, and Michael J. Gerhardt of the 
University of North Carolina School 
of Law. 

To say these three take impeach- 
ment seriously is a huge understate- 
ment. All three agree the Clinton 
impeachment was a gross misuse of 
the process, which they see as some- 
thing the founders intended to be 
used only in extreme cases. They are 
skeptical of whether any of Bush’s 
misdeeds — at least what we know 
about them right now — rise to the 
level of impeachment. 

“The impeachment provision is 
for truly egregious wrongdoing, and 
we shouldn't repeat the unconstitu- 
tional impeachment of President 
Clinton,” Sunstein said. 

“J think impeachment is the 
nuclear option and should be talked 
about only rarely,” Bloch said. “It’s a 
weapon for when you have to get 
someone out of office because he’s 
dangerous.” 

Even in the case of Bush’s 
admission of warrantless spying, 
which Dean and other lawyers have 
argued could present a prima facie 
case for impeachment, these experts 
say it’s far from the slam dunk case 
that it seems to some, mostly because 
of the Bush administration argument 
that the post-9/11 congressional 
authorization to go after al-Qaeda 


granted the president broad new 
powers. 

“On the facts thus far, the presi- 
dent has a decent argument that he 
acted lawfully. There’s also a decent 
argument that he didn’t. But if the 
president has a decent argument, he 
can't be impeached for getting it 
wrong,” Sunstein said. 

Impeachment, the scholars all 
said, wasn't intended to undo elec- 
tions, settle ideological disputes, or 
even to restore the proper balance of 
power. And it shouldn't be used as an 
opening threat or to settle the score 
over the wrongful Clinton impeach- 
ment. For those reasons, Bloch told 
us, “I think the talk of impeachment 
is premature and counterproductive.” 

Is that the end of this story? 
Well, no, for two main reasons. 

The first is that impeachment is 
more of a process than a decision. 
Opening up an impeachment inquiry 
doesn’t mean the president is about 
to be evicted from the White House 
— it just means a congressional 
committee with the power to 
demand documents and compel wit- 
nesses has taken up the case. 

Gerhardt noted that Nixon’s 
impeachment inquiry lasted two 
years — and that the most incrimi- 
nating evidence emerged along the 
way. “There is every reason to say 
that it should be investigated even if 
we don't know whether that leads to 
impeachment,” Gerhardt said. 

Most of the scandals critics say 
could lead to impeachment — such 
as how far up the military chain of 
command the torture authorization 
went and whether Bush administra- 
tion officials intentionally misled 
Congress and the public about the 
case for war in Iraq — have yet to be 
fully investigated by Congress. 

But the only investigation into 
Bush administration misconduct by a 
prosecutor with subpoena power — 
Patrick Fitzgerald’s probe into who 
leaked a CIA agent’s identity — has 
already yielded an obstruction of jus- 
tice indictment against Scooter 
Libby, who was Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s chief of staff, and could » 
bring down others before it’s done. 

“That’s why I think all this stuff 
is worth investigating,” Bloch said. “I 
think the warrantless wiretapping is 
a very serious issue, and I question 
the legality of what I’ve heard about 
ity 

The other reason not to let the 
constitutional experts dismiss talk of 
impeachment is that all three schol- 
ars confirmed that, in the end, 
impeachment is more of a political 
question than a legal one. What's 
impeachable is ultimately whatever 
Congress says is impeachable, a deci-

Pelosi knew about warrantless spying 


"Rep. Nancy Pelosi last month responded to the Bush 


administration's warrantless spying scandal by reveal- 
ing that she'd known about it all along and had pri- 
vately “expressed [her] strong concerns in a classified 
letter to the Administration and later verbally.” 

Pelosi was the top Democrat on the House 
Intelligence Committee after the 9/11 terrorist attacks, 
and she recently asked that her Oct. 11, 2001, letter to 
Michael V. Hayden, then director of the National 
Security Agency, be declassified. 

“During your appearance before the committee 
on October 1, you indicated that you had been oper- 
ating since the September 11 attacks with an expan- 
sive view of your authorities with respect to the con- 
duct of electronic surveillance under the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Act and related statutes, 
orders, regulations, and guidelines, You seemed to be 
inviting expressions of concern from us,” Pelosi 
wrote at the time. 


Although she expressed concern and asked for 
more information about whether “specific presidential 
authorization” had been given, Congress didn’t inter- 
vene, and the illegal wiretaps continued for about four 
years, unbeknownst to the public until the New York 
Times revealed them last month, In other words, Pelosi 
appears to have participated in the cover-up of what 
Harvard professor Laurence Tribe this month, in a let- 
ter to Rep. John Conyers, called “as grave an abuse of 
executive authority as I can recall ever having studied.” 

While leaking the classified information to the 
media or otherwise revealing it publicly could have 
exposed Pelosi to criminal liability, the information 
finally came to light because the Times was given it by 
“nearly a dozen current and former officials.” 

Pelosi addressed the matter during a Jan. 14 town 
hall forum by saying, “They say she went along with 
this all along, but I did not. I objected in writing.”

sion most scholars believe cannot be 
reviewed by the courts. 

Clinton was impeached when all 
the legal experts say he shouldn't 
have been. So Bush could clearly be 
held to account for crimes that are 
more serious than lying about an 
extramarital blow job. What is being 
alleged against the Bush administra- 
tion are misdeeds that have resulted 
in tens of thousands of deaths, the 
torture of people in US custody, bla- 
tant and unapologetic violations of 
the Fourth Amendment, and the 
shredding of American credibility _ 
around the world — all of which are 
ongoing, claiming new victims 
everyday. 

That’s why the advocates of 
impeachment say we can't afford to 
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wait two years for another election. 
Besides, they say, stopping the impe- 
rial ambitions of a president is pre- 
cisely why the founders created the 
tool of impeachment. 

“If Tyranny and Oppression 
come to this land,” warned James 
Madison, “it will be in the guise of 
fighting a foreign enemy.” 


THE POLITICS 
OF IMPEACHMENT 
There’s been scattered talk of 


impeaching Bush since even before 
he took the oath of office in 2001, 
but most of it was from partisans 
angry that Bush seemed to steal the 
tied election then claim a mandate. 
“T’ve been agitating for impeach- 
ment ever since the Supreme Court 
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appointed him,” said Bob Fertik, a 
veteran Democratic political consult- 
ant who started Democrats.org in 
2000 and later ImpeachPAC, a polit- 
ical action committee and Web site 
dedicated to “electing a Congress to 
impeach Bush and Cheney.” 

But the list of constitutionally 
troubling offenses by both Bush and 
Cheney started right away: Cheney’s 
defiance of congressional inquiries 
into his secret Energy Task Force 
meetings, the appointment of indus-_ 
try insiders to regulatory agencies, 
the refusal to release public docu- 
ments like Ronald Reagan's presi- 
dential papers, the ignoring of warn- 
ings about the coming 9/11 attacks 
and then obstructing investigations 
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into it, the use of the attacks to cre- 
ate an imperial presidency that 
defied congressional oversight and 
spied on Americans. 

Yet the Bush administration was 
given wide latitude to respond to 
9/11, both legally and politically. 
Congress granted the president the 
-right to use “all necessary and appro- 
priate force” against “nations, organi- 
zations, or persons” associated with 
the attacks, a resolution that the 
Bush administration has interpreted 
as a blank check to launch wars, 
indefinitely detain anyone it deems 
an enemy, torture detainees, assassi- 
nate alleged terrorists, and spy on 
foreigners and Americans with 
almost no outside oversight. 

Then came its decision to invade 
Iraq, which led to most of the 
offenses that became the focus of 
impeachment advocates. Critics say 
there is ample evidence that Bush 
administration officials knowingly 
lied about the justifications for the 
war and then violated US law and 
binding international treaties like the 
Geneva Conventions in how it was 
conducted — all of which could be 
considered impeachable offenses. 

“Our primary issue is lying about 
the Iraq war. We can show that he 
knowingly lied about the reasons for 
that war,” Fertik said. “The voters 
need to understand that the 
Democrats are willing to hold them 
accountable and pursue this.” 

Constitutional scholars say the 
fact that Bush was reelected last year 
hurts the case for impeachment. 
“You can't discount the significance 
of the election and the fact that a lot 
of these issues were raised before 
that,” Gerhardt said. Yet critics 
counter that the real smoking guns 
didn’t emerge until after the election, 
most notably the so-called Downing 
Street Memo, a leaked British gov- 
ernment document outlining Bush 
administration intentions to manipu- 
late intelligence data to sell the war. 

That was certainly the case with 
Nixon, who won a landslide victory 
before all the facts of the Watergate 
scandal came to light. 

David Swanson, a blogger and 
Democratic Party activist who start- 
ed the Web site 
AfterDowningStreet.org, said the 
high-level memo confirmed that the 
administration was acting illegally. 
That galvanized the impeachment 
movement. 

“Tt is the central reason impeach- 
ment is in the Constitution, the 
abuse of power,” Swanson said. “I’ve 
never seen the kind of public pas- 


sions that there is on this, and that’s 
been true for months.” 

Both the House and Senate 
Committees on Intelligence investi- 
gated prewar claims about Iraq, and 
the bipartisan report found funda- 
mental flaws and repeated misstate- 
ments by the Bush administration, 
but Republicans in Congress have 
blocked efforts to determine whether 
the intelligence was intentionally 


favored impeachment proceedings. 
They followed up this month with 
an impeachment poll based on the 
spying and found support had 
jumped to 52 percent. 

“The spying issue has made 
impeachment respectable to talk 
about in the mainstream media, and 
that opens up the other areas of 
impeachable offenses,” Swanson said, 


adding that he still believes “the

misrepresented. 

Constitutional scholars agree 
that deceiving Congress about the 
reasons for war — or obstructing an 
investigation into-whether the execu- 
tive branch did so — would be 
impeachable.“A deliberate attempt 
to obstruct a congressional investiga- 
tion would qualify as a classically 
impeachable offense,” Gerhardt said. 

Conyers, the ranking Democrat 
on the House Intelligence 
Committee, commissioned his own 
report on Bush administration 
actions surrounding the Iraq war and 
found impeachable crimes relating to 
manipulation of intelligence, lying to 
Congress and the public, condoning 
torture, and civil liberties violations. 

“There is a prima facie case that 
these actions by the President, Vice- 
President and other members of the 
Bush Administration violated a 
number of federal laws,” read the 
report, titled “The Constitution in 
Crisis: The Downing Street Minutes 
and Deception, Manipulation, 
Torture, Retribution, and Coverups 
in the Iraq War.” 

But it was the Dec. 16 revelation 
of the warrantless wiretapping that 
propelled talk of impeachment into 
the mainstream. Even the staid 
Editor and Publisher magazine noted 
in a Dec. 22 article that “suddenly 
this week, scattered outposts in the 
media have started mentioning the T 
word, or at least the ‘IO’ phrase: 
impeach or impeachable offense.” 

“The wiretapping really changed 
things,” Fertik said. “I think we're 
one moderate-level scandal away 
from a large outcry for impeach- 
ment.” 

AfterDowningStreet.org had 
commissioned a Zogby poll on the 
war manipulations in June that 
found 42 percent of Americans 
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strongest case for impeachment is 
around the war.” 


BUILDING SUPPORT 

At the very least, if the Democrats 
retake either house of Congress, 
there’s enough evidence to support 
formal inquiries into conduct that 
could be considered impeachable. 

Let’s remember: Nixon and 
Clinton both got into their deepest 
trouble not for specific official acts, 
but for obstruction of justice — that 
is, for lying and cover-ups. 

And Bush administration offi- 
cials are facing many minefields that 
could trigger the same sort of 
charges — criminal probes into the 
CIA agent outing and the bribery 
scandal surrounding lobbyist Jack 
Abramoff, next month’s domestic 
spying hearings, myriad inquires into 
cases of torture, a possible congres- 
sional inquiry into prewar intelli- 
gence manipulation. 

Yet the question remains 
whether Democrats — as well as 
maverick Republicans willing to 
challenge Bush administration 
excesses, as Sen. John McCain did 
on torture and Sen. Arlen Specter 
appears willing to do on the warrant- 
less spying — are willing to aggres- 
sively push for this profound level of 
accountability. 

Pelosi has so far taken a wait- 
and-see approach, although she is 
pushing for hearings on the warrant- 
less spying. She acknowledged that 
“our founders did not want a king. 
They wanted a president with a sys- 
tem of checks and balances.” 

But she stopped short of sup- 
porting an impeachment inquiry. 
“Before we know how to hold the 
president accountable, we have to 
know what he did, and I don’t think 
we know right now,” she said in 


response to a question about domes- 
tic spying at the Jan. 14 forum. 

Pelosi's cautious approach is 
infuriating to those who feel like 
both the facts — on matters ranging 
from war to abuse of power — and 
the public sentiment are way ahead 
of the political leadership. 

“The Democratic leadership is 
afraid of all the popular positions of 
the Democratic base,” Swanson said. 

While questions of impeachment 
have been discussed little in the halls 
of power — political or media — 
they have spread across grassroots 
America like a wildfire over the last 
year. ImpeachPAC hopes to fuel that 
flame and make impeachment an 
issue in the midterm elections, hop- 
ing to trigger the impeachment of 
Bush and Cheney and elevate the 
new speaker of the house into the 
presidency. 

“We want to encourage candi- 
dates to raise the issue, as Tony 
Trupiano is doing,” Fertik said, refer- 
ring to the Michigan congressional 
candidate who won ImpeachPAC’s 
first endorsement late last year. 

Trupiano hosted a popular, left- 
leaning radio show for 11 years 
before deciding to run for Congress 
because of his concern for the “poli- 
tics of fear and paranoia and what’s 
happened to this country over the 
last five years, where good and 
decent people no longer question 
their government.” 

After he was endorsed by 
ImpeachPAC, Trupiano endured a 
firestorm of criticism from both the 
mainstream media and Democratic 


Party leaders. “I took a lot of crap 
from the establishment because I 
used the ‘T’ word,” he told the Guard- 
ian. But he endured it, received sup- 
port from across the country, and 
now appears to be the frontrunner in 
his race for Congress. 

“We need to decide whether 
government runs who we are or 
whether we rule our government. We 
need to take our country back,” 
Trupiano said. “We need to demand 
accountability.” 

At the very least, Trupiano said, 
Congress needs to aggressively push 
for answers to troubling questions 
about why the administration invad- 
ed Iraq and what the president's 
team is doing under the guise of 
keeping the nation safe from terror- 
ists. Call that oversight, accountabili- 
ty, or impeachment, but Trupiano 
said it’s a job Congress has failed to 
do. 

“Impeachment is a process, it’s 
not an indictment,” he said. “We 
need to lay out the case, then we ask 
the American people to sign on. We 
just want the truth. Is there anything 
more nonpartisan than the truth?” 

Here in San Francisco, the 
Democratic County Central 
Committee was scheduled to consid- 
er approval of a resolution calling for 
impeachment proceedings against 
Bush and Cheney on the same day 
this issue hit the streets, Jan. 25. 

Robert Haaland, who introduced 
the measure, said Democrats have to 
start fighting back against the Bush 
administration's extremist claims to

absolute power, whether or not 
impeachment proves to be a realistic 
option. 

“Cowardice is not a winning 
strategy for the Democrats, and 
we've learned that again and again,” 
Haaland said, noting that the war- 
rantless spying has finally made 
impeachment a real option. “If han- 
dled correctly, it resonates across the 
political spectrum, It’s not just about 
national security, but privacy rights.” 

Haaland said he understands 
why Pelosi and other party leaders 
have been reluctant to use the word 
impeachment, fearing the backlash it 
might provoke, but said it’s impor- 
tant they aggressively push for 
accountability to Congress, the 
Constitution, and the people. 

“T really care about the 
Constitution and believe it’s getting 
to be like Germany in the 1930s 
here,” Haaland said. “If we turn a 
blind eye to such blatant violations 
of the Constitution, I’m really scared 
where our country will be in five 
years.” 

Even Leslie Katz, a Pelosi ally 
who chairs the DCCC, said she will 
support Haaland’s resolution. “This 
regime has to be stopped, and the 
people have to realize they've been 
duped,” she said. “They've commit- 
ted crimes against the American 
people.” 

Said Katz, “Local parties should 
be calling for it. The American peo- 
ple should be rising up and calling 
for this. And the media should be 
picking up on it and articulating it so 
the people begin to understand.” 


BALANCE OF POWER 

The closest Congress has ever come 
to removing a president was in 1868, 
when the House of Representatives 
impeached Andrew Johnson and the 
Senate fell one vote short of the two- 
thirds majority needed to remove 
him from office. 

Gerhardt said the current debate 
about whether to impeach Bush 
“does have echoes of Johnson.” In 
that case, Johnson claimed the right 
to ignore congressional oversight and 
certain laws, such as the Tenure in 
Office Act, and held an expansive 
view of executive power. 

If just one more senator had 
voted to impeach Johnson, Gerhardt 
said he and other constitutional 
scholars might hold a different view 
of the impeachment precedent. As it

he said that in some ways Bush has 
pushed the envelope on executive 
power further than Johnson did. 
During the Senate confirmation 
hearings on Supreme Court nominee 
Samuel Alito, listeners got a lesson 
in an obscure political philosophy 
that a small group of conservatives 
— most notably, Cheney and his fol- 
lowers and Supreme Court justices 
Clarence Thomas and Antonin 
Scalia — have been developing since 
the mid-1980s. It’s called unitary 
executive theory, and it essentially 
holds that the presidency is the dom-

inant branch of government, rather 
than one of three coequal branches. 

It is from that belief — which 
has been largely untested in the 
courts — that the Bush administra- 
tion claims the authority to defy laws 
requiring warrants for searches, 
habeas corpus rights for enemy com- 
batants, prohibitions on torture, and 
the congressional oversight that has 
been accepted by most previous pres- 
idents. 

“T think their claims of executive 
authority are overblown and wrong,” 
said Bloch, the constitutional scholar 
from Georgetown. “And there is an 
argument that what he’s doing is 
impeachable.” 

Another little-noticed Bush 
power grab is his use of presidential 
signing statements attached to bills 
he approves. Although he has never 
vetoed a bill, Bush has issued more 
than 500.signing statements chal- 
lenging the constitutionality of pro- 
visions of the bills, more than every 
previous president combined. 

Gerhardt called the signing 
statements “a very troubling develop- 
ment in constitutional law.” The 
signing statements often direct exec- 
utive agencies to essentially ignore 
some laws, possibly amounting to an 
illegal line item veto or assumption 
of powers beyond those granted by 
the Constitution, Gerhardt said. 
“They might, to an illegitimate 
extent, increase the president’s power 
to make laws.” 

The most notable recent example 
is when Bush signed a bill that con- 


and Cheney. Bush's signing state- 
ment said he would interpret the tor- 
ture ban “in a manner consistent 
with the constitutional authority of 
the President to supervise the unitary 
executive branch and as Commander 
in Chief and consistent with the 
constitutional limitations on the 


judicial power.” 


In other words, as several schol- 
ars and some media reports have 
concluded, Bush announced he was 
retaining the right to torture in defi- 
ance of Congress. 

“If a president were to license 
torture, in disregard of applicable 
laws, what are the avenues for keep- 
ing him in check?” Gerhardt ques- 
tioned, answering that impeachment 
may be the only option for dealing 
with a president who refuses to abide 
by US and international laws against 
torture, although he said that hasn't 
yet been proved with Bush and 
Cheney. 

The debate over the president’s 
current powers places Congress and 
the president on a collision course. In 
analyzing the president's use of war- 
rantless wiretaps, the nonpartisan 
Congressional Research Service 
issued a report earlier this month 
arguing it was illegal and unconstitu- 
tional, while the Justice Department 
responded with a report last week 
claiming the post-9/11 congressional 
authorization of the use of force 
“places the president at the zenith of 
his powers in authorizing the N.S.A. 
activities.” 

Official congressional hearings 
into the matter are expected to begin 
Feb. 6, with Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzalez expected to testify 
for the administration. 

The administration now seems 
to be directly attacking the system of 
checks and balances, with the Justice 
Department report arguing that 
many presidential powers — from 
the right to indefinitely detain those 
it deems “enemy combatants,” to 
spying on American citizens — are 
“beyond Congress's ability to regu- 
late.” 

As long as the Republican-con- 
trolled Congress is willing to play a 
subservient role to the president, this 
might not be a problem. But if the 
public demands accountability and 
Bush and Cheney refuse to give up 
their imperial stands, impeachment 
might not just become an option. It 
may become the only option. SFBG

Nowadays, all kinds of business 
owners can tap into the power of the 
sun and some pleasantly green rewards, 
such as federal and state tax rebates. 
The California Public Utilities 
Commission just unveiled the 
California Solar Initiative, a program 
that will, over the next 10 years, funnel 
$2.9 billion in the form of rebates from 
users’ local utility companies. 

But it wasn't the rebates that moti- 
vated Angus Powelson, owner of 
Oceanworks, an auto repair shop in 
Berkeley. He uses solar energy because 
reports that the polar ice caps are melt- 
ing worry him. 

Nevertheless, he just doubled his 
solar panels’ output last year and received 
a $5,000 state tax rebate on the solar 
panel system's $20,000 price tag. That’s a 
typical price a small business might pay 
to install a basic system. It’s certainly one 
way for a car mechanic to cut down on 
contributions to greenhouse gases. 

When Berkeley Montessori wanted 
to go solar, it found the benefits could 
save money; better yet, the students 
could learn about conservation. 

Aimed skyward at different angles, 
the three solar panels atop the west 
building trap as many rays as possible. 
Down below, students can log on to 
computers hooked up to the panels and 
check out how much power the school 
is using and creating. 

Like the school and the car repair 
shop, most homes and businesses that 
run on solar power stay connected to 
their local utility. This means owners 
of solar-powered businesses don't have 
to turn off the lights and switch off 
the “open” sign when clouds block out 
the sun. 

“You don't actually want to cut the 
wires,” said Andy Black, owner of 
OnGrid Solar Energy Systems and a 
board member on the Northern 
California Solar Energy Association. 

Tf it’s a sunny day and the panels are 
kicking out more power than the com- 
puter and coffee maker are sucking up, 
then the electrical juice is sent to a 
neighbor who might be making toast 
next door. 

Solar appliances have become a 
trademark of sorts for Arkin Tilt 
Architects. Its designs are founded in 


ecological and environmentally sound 
concepts. 

“We typically integrate solar power 
into all our projects,” Arkin’s co-owner 
Annie Tilt says. 

To defray its power bill, Arkin 
installed solar panel awnings made by 
Borrego Solar Systems, in Berkeley, the 
same company that supplied 
Oceanworks with panels. 

Solar-powered businesses are often 
environmentally conscious ones, like 
organic farmer Ted Hall’s Long 
Meadow Ranch, in the Mayacamas 
Mountains of the Napa Valley. Growing 
organic vegetables, raising cattle, and 
producing red wine and olive oil, Hall 
has more than just a backyard garden to 
tend to. He also makes solar power with 
a 60-kilowatt solar system on his 650- 
acre ranch. 

Hall is still hooked up to the 
power grid, so he can pawn off his 
mountain ranch power to the utility 
company. A solar-powered biodiesel 
station, part of Mountain Feed and 
Farm, in Ben Lomand, near Santa 
Cruz, is off the grid and blazing a new 
alternative energy trail. 

“Everything that has to do with fill- 
ing up at the biodiesel station is hooked 
up to the solar panel,” owner Jorah 
Roussopoulos says. He uses batteries to 
store the harvested light and run the 
pump that flows with plant-based fuel. 

“Using the sun as a source of energy 
makes sense,” he said. Because, unlike 
the future of the oil supply, the sun will 
always come up tomorrow: SFBG

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Mars investigations

TECHSPLOITATION I’ve been 


al 


dying to obsess about 
TV again, but until 
recently my quest 
seemed hopeless. No 
shows created by Joss 
Whedon are on the air, 
and popular new science fiction series 
Battlestar Galactica makes me feel 
crawly and abused rather than fanish. 
Td been reduced to late nights with 
my vaporizer and replays of Buck 
Rogers in the 25th Century on the 
SciFi Channel. I'd hit rock bottom. 

Then I started hearing about this 
show called Veronica Mars, whose 
kick-ass teenage heroine sounded like 
Buffy, only without the whining. 
Initially I was dubious. No spaceships, 
mythological creatures, supernatural 
lawyers, slutty aliens, or time travel? It 
sounded dangerously like realism. But 
what did I have to lose? I was sick of 
watching the chick who played 
Ensign Ro Laren on Star Trek tell her 
troops they could beat and rape cylon 
prisoners on Battlestar Galactica. If 
things got any worse, I was going to 
start watching Drawn Together. 

Luckily, around that time 
Warner released a DVD box set of 
Veronica Mars’s first season. My all- 
knowing girlfriend Charlie picked it 
up, and one evening we began to 
watch. Every 50 minutes or so, we'd 
look at each other and ask, “Should 
we watch another one?” We didn't 
stop until 4 a.m. 

Yes, it was realism — extreme 
realism, in fact. This isn’t Bufty’s 
Sunnydale High, where battles are 
fought between humans and demons 
from the Hellmouth. Instead, at 
Veronica's Neptune High, battles are 
fought between the multiracial under- 
class and a mostly white, ultrarich 
crowd of “09ers” (named for the suffix 
in their zip code). Veronica’s hard- 
boiled voice-over tells us there is no 
middle class in Neptune. There’s just 
class warfare. 

The first episode finds Veronica, 
once a popular “nice girl,” becoming 
the town outcast when her 09er best 
friend, Lilly, is murdered and 
Veronica's father, Keith — Neptune's 
sheriff — accuses the girl’s software 
mogul dad of the crime. The 09er 
parents band together, using their 
wealth and influence to shuffle Keith 
out of office. Meanwhile, somebody 
doses Veronica with rufies at an 09er 
party and rapes her. She has no super- 
powers, and she has no Scooby gang. 
All she’s got is a plan to get even, and 


her father, who hires her to assist at 
his PI firm, Mars Investigation. 

Eventually, Veronica gains allies. 
There’s Wallace, the boy next door 
with a mysterious past; Mac, the com- 
puter geek with a blue streak in her 
hair; and Weevil, the Mexican biker- 
gang leader who's sick of the 09ers 
calling him “the pool boy” or “the 
housekeeper’s son.” And then there's 
sexy, troubled 09er bad boy Logan, 
whose movie star father has a violent 
streak a mile wide (and seems to have 
passed it on to his son). 

I call these people allies because 
Veronica doesn’t really have friends or 
buddies in the way TV heroes usually 
do. She’s too hardened to have pals. 
She’s had to do things like kick her 
boozed-up mom out of the house and 
accuse her boyfriends of murder. Most 
of Veronica's sometimes-twisted ener- 
gy is focused on work: investigating 
forherather, solving. Lilly’s murder, 
getting to the bottom of the murders 
of dozens of her classmates in a 
bizarre bus crash.-She spies on people; 
she plants‘GPS devices on their cars 
and bugs their phones. She uses her 
blond hotness to weasel information 
that’s inevitably guarded by horny 
dorks. Sometimes it’s hard to sympa- 
thize with a character who is willing 
to play bimbo and whose wiretapping 
habits are so prodigious they make the 
NSA seem like a bunch of pansies. 

Veronica's not a particularly nice 
person, but whenever there’s an injus- 
tice, she does something about it. No 
magic or sword necessary. I think 
that’s the core of what makes this 
often depressing show so addictive. 
We've got a flawed and ngnsuperpow- 
ered person whose life has been shat- 
tered, but she still fights for truth and 
protects the proverbial little guy. She’ll 
always make time to rescue the stolen 
dog of an unpopular girl, or make sure 
Weevil isn’t victimized by racist 09ers. 
This isn’t to say there aren't enough 
salacious plotlines in Veronica Mars to 
satisfy even a Twin Peaks fan. The 
first season and a half are packed with 
violent infidelity, possible incest, and 
dramatic family secrets. 

Although I still love Wonder 
Woman, Xena, and Buffy, I’ve always 
found it a little disturbing that their 
justice-making powers were somehow 
supernatural. Sure, Veronica may not 
be entirely realistic, but at least she 
follows the laws of physics. So hurry 
up-and watch, already! It’s nice to 
imagine justice in the real world for 
once. SFBG

FATAL FRAME Ill: THE TORMENTED 
(Tecmo) 


GAMER This game scared the hell right out of me, 
and it took nearly an hour to get the 
(els) = » Ce) hell back in. Fatal Frame II: The 
Tormented (for PS2) is a full-on horror 
game with a cinematic feel. It borrows 
more from Japanese horror flicks like Ringw than 
from Texas Chainsaw Massacre, although there are 
some gruesome Chainsaw-esque parts. 

Fatal Frame III unfolds in two worlds: the 
dream world, where Ralph Wiggum is a pirate, and 
the waking world, where hippies eat drugs. The 
main character is freelance photographer Rei. Her 
fiancé recently died in a car crash that occurred 
while she was driving. While on an assignment, Rei 
sees her dead fiancé’s damn ghost walking down a 
hallway. Naturally she follows him and then finds 
herself in a humongous, creepy haunted estate. Once 
there, Rei is repeatedly surprised and attacked by 
ghosts who can be defeated with a magic camera 
called the Camera Obscura. The device has nothing 
to do with the Gorguts album Odscura (Olympic), 
which is weird considering how good that album is. 

The pace of FF III is very slow. You walk 
around the mansion looking for ghosts and clues 
and then wake up in the real world, where you do 
research and develop photos. Going between the 
dream and real world advances the game nicely 
because certain tasks must be completed in one 
world to progress in the next. The controls are a bit 
cumbersome and not as responsive or efficient as 
most gamers would like, but they're passable and 
still allow you to annihilate ghosts. 

The sounds of the game are fantastic. Instead of 
a musical soundtrack, there is a constant string of 
eerie ambient sound sometimes joined by moaning, 
sobbing, screaming, and laughing. A creepy jingle 
will often foreshadow a ghost attack — so when you 
hear that noise, buck up. 

The best thing about this game is the fact that it 
is actually scary. The ghosts are presented in a night- 
marish manner that sends chills down the spine and 
reminds you of exploring burned-out buildings when 
you were a wonderful child. Some of the ghosts are 
slow, some are fast, some are aggressive, some are illu- 
sive. While Rei is the main character, you will play as 
two other characters as well: Miku — Rei’s neat little 
assistant, who has some supernatural abilities and can 
get into small places because she’s so small — and a 
fella who is strong, can push heavy objects out of the 
way, and can leap over gaps in the floor. 


With 13 chapters and 24 missions, FF III will 
keep you busy for a while. Unfortunately, it does get 
a bit repetitive after eight hours. But that’s OK — if 
you're bored you can stop. Photographing ghosts in 
the game is always exciting and satisfying because 
after you snap the shot, you get to see the picture for 
a moment, like on a digital camera. Utilize your 
quick reflexes when playing this game because those 
ghosts don't like to wait around. They often runt 
away or disappear. It doesn’t seem like any of the 


ghosts know karate, but some of them have weapons _ | 


that can hurt your character. 

If you like getting the heebie-jeebies, this 
game is for you. If you hate having the creepy- 
crawlies on your spine, for god’s sake, stay away 
from this game. In any case, horror sure is popular 
these days. Maybe RZA and Prince Paul will 
revive the Gravediggaz and record a new album. If 
they do, it should be dedicated to the fallen mem- 
ber Poetic (RIP). SFBG

ie PRESS PLAY As Jim Van Bebber’s 2003 Manson Family so 
explicitly explored, the sick saga of Charlie and company is 
still fascinating a full generation later. What true-crime fanatic can 
resist cruising up Los Angeles’s Benedict Canyon Road, cursing the 
real estate developers who tore down you-know-which Cielo Drive 
house in 1994? (Come on, someone out there besides me has surely 
done that.) Appropriately enough for a cult of killers who bunked at 
a run-down western movie set, the story has inspired both big- and 
small-screen entertainments. 

It’s a long-held fact that smut guru John Waters loves to drop 
Manson references — at his recent “XXXmas” show at the Fillmore, 
one holiday wish he shared was parole for Leslie Van Houten. Now, 
from John Roecker, who once co-owned an LA store called You've 
Got Bad Taste (among the wares were actual fragments of Sharon 
Tate’s tore-up “love house”), comes Live Freaky! Die Freaky!, which 
re-enacts the trail of blood with a cast of puppets. Cruder than Team 
America: World Police — in both animation and, believe it or not, 
humor — Live Freaky! plays fast and loose with the Manson legend, 
tweaking names and circumstances to maximize both the comic and 
gross-out angles. Whiny, pregnant “Sharon Hate” snorts coke and 
rages against the environment; “Charlie Hanson” receives subliminal 
instructions not from the White Album but from “I Wanna Hold Your 
Hand’; and during the Cielo Drive slaughter, a famously diabolical 
quote is twisted to express a slightly different sentiment: “Look, 
bitch, we have no mercy for you — or your bouffant hairdo.” Plus, 
cock jokes, a stop-motion birth, graphic sex, and musical interludes! 

Live Freaky! also boasts a not-entirely-necessary frame story about 
a nomad who stumbles upon a copy of Helter Skelter and spreads its 
gospel into the ozone-ravaged next millennium. More notably, Roecker 
(director of the recent Green Day doc Heart Like a Hand Grenade) 
gathered an all-star slew of punk pals to contribute voices. While he’s 
no Steve Railsback, Billie Joe Armstrong makes for a surprisingly good 
Charlie; a certain rock ’n’ roll spawn billed under the pseudonym 
“Nelly Posbourne” (ahem) brings note-perfect bitchiness to Sharon. 

A year after Live Freaky! had its San Francisco premiere at the 
Roxie Cinema, the proudly fucked-up little nugget returns for — 
what else? — midnight screenings. Mansonites who prefer watching 
their movies at home on the ranch can pick up Live Freaky! on DVD 
starting Tues/31. (Cheryl Eddy)

Destroy. Kenovate.

SONIC REDUCER How to destroy 
your preconceptions of 
Blixa Bargeld, 
cofounder of still- 
influential and active 
German avant-garde 

post-punk group 
Einsturzende Neubauten and ex-gui- 
tarist for Nick Cave and the Bad 
Seeds? Simple. Meet him at the door 
of his SF home earlier this week, just 
off the jet from Beijing. He greets you 
with a warm smile, a black cotton 
kimono pulled around his stocky 
frame, and he seems less like a menac- 
ing noise boy or a grim-faced Bad 
Seed than a friendly haus ... mensch. 
Bargeld then disappears upstairs and, 
with a toilet flush, comes back down 
quickly restyled in a buttoned-to-the- 
neck black shirt, asymmetrical crop 
roughly styled, and his big, blunt-fin- 
gered hands tipped with dark blue nail 
polish. 

“Tm in the confusing schizo- 
phrenic state of having three houses 
[in SF, Beijing, and Berlin]” he com- 
plains. “I travel without any luggage. I 
travel from one house to the other 
house, and all these things exist in 
three forms everywhere. It’s really 
bizarre.” 

‘But then Bizarre could be 
Bargeld’s middle name. For the past 


year and a half the vocalist, guitarist, 
composer, and actor has lived with his 
unseen partner in a dark-shingled 
house clinging at a sharp angle to a 
Castro hill. On one side, through a 
picture window, is a view of the city 
that entire sitcoms are built around; in 
back is a leafy, overgrown garden. In 
between is a living room and kitchen 
sparsely filled with black and white 
modern furniture, a flat screen turned 
incongruously to the Food Network, 
and stacks of hard drive boxes and 
pluggable machines. Beside me, a 
DVD player is perched atop a 
microwave on the dining room table. 

Bargeld is back in the city because 
soon he'll finally perform solo in his 
somewhat-adopted hometown. The 
man will present his vocal piece, 
“Rede/Speech” at the How to Destroy 
the Universe — Part 5 Festival, debut- 
ing it for the first time in North 
America on the West Coast tour. 
Neubauten engineer Boris Wilsdorf 
will assist him in the “one-man 
pseudoimprovisational, pseudoscientif- 
ic” performance. 

Festival founder Ethan Port, who 
plays alongside Bargeld in F-Space 
and Savage Republic (in LA only), 
persuaded Bargeld to perform ‘Rede/ 
Speech,” which was developed a 
decade ago to appease admirers who 
would ask the musician to give read- 
ings at European literary and poetry 
festivals.

“T dontt really like poetry. So I 
decided to develop a performance I 
could do with the most minimal setup 
onstage,” Bargeld says. “It has some- 
thing to do with language, obviously, 
but it is by no means a spoken-word 
performance. 

“Tt is helpful to get out of my 
image and my artistical output and 
perform this for the first time because, 
most of the time, people are simply 
shocked.” He grins like the 47-year- 
old boy he appears to be. 

After the How to Destroy the 
Universe tour, Bargeld plans to head to 
Europe to rejoin Neubauten to make 
an album for their label, Mute, and 
one for their supporters, who sponsor 
by presubscription recordings, among 
other destructive delights. “It is much 
better for us to work like that than to 
work with a record company,” he 
explains. “You can make a very simple 
economical equation there: If you have 
2,000 supporters that you can make a 
record for, we would make more 
money out of that than we would get 
from a record company.” After spend- 
ing most of the past four months in 
China, Bargeld says he hopes to start a 
“legal record. company with the aim of 
producing some Chinese artists, not 
just for China, but also for the rest of 
the world because there is a hell of a 
lot going on there. It’s fantastic.” 

Till then he must harness the 
anarchy in and around his bit of SF 


architecture. “Lots of things are chaot- 
ic here, as you see,” he mutters. 
“Renoyations that were meant to be 
done have not be done, and the water 
was turned off, and the irrigation sys- 
tem went berserk in the garden.” 

So, I wonder, heading down the 
stairs to give Bargeld a chance to grab 
a few more z}, how does one destroy 
the universe — and save the world, as 
the festival’s literature goes. “No advice 
at all — just be careful,” he advises, 
bowing at the hip like a captain of the 
Castro, at the door. “Thanks for saving 
me from sleep.”

ues with almost every word that falls 
from the lips of vocalist Chantal 
Claret. Clearly the girl can’t help it, I 
think, talking to Claret from London, 
where she demanded a run to Top 
Shop to buy striped shirts during the 
band’s 24-hour stopover.

Morningwood is her first band. 
Before she met ex-Wallflowers drum- 
mer, current Morningwood bassist, 
and Claret’s songwriting partner in 
pop Pedro Yanowitz at the 2001 
birthday party of Sean Lennon (who 
went to school with Claret’s brother), 
the film school student only sang for 
her mom — or in the shower. Claret 
and Yanowitz (who are not a couple; 
“No! Omigod, no!” she yells. “He's 
like my brother. We'd be a couple if I 
liked vomiting after having sex!”) are 
currently looking for a new guitar 
player and working with Beastie Boys 
percussionist Alfredo Ortiz after the 
departure of former Spacehog gui- 
tarist Richard Steel and ex—Cibo 
Matto drummer Japa Keenon. 

The Berkeley-born bad girl 
doesn't miss her film studies — 
though she would like to make a 
“really good Emmanuelle porn with 
amazing music and really hot people 
and definitely plot and penetration. 
There’s a huge trade-off, either you go 
for penetration and no plot, or vice 
versa, and rarely do people look 
good.”

“When I pick 
out someone, there’s usually this sea of 
sad, topless people, all these frowning, 
naked people,” Claret quips. “I do get 
upset when they don't do anything. 
Please get off my stage! I hate it when 
people don't put out.” SFBG

The Bay Area's bhangra club scene 
heats up with eclectic sets and a new 


generation of DJs

The drums hit you first — a multi- 
layered combination of repeaters 
and rim shots and gurgling, low 
thump-thumps. Then angelic female 
singers woo you with perfumed 
verses as UK-accented rappers or 
Jamaican-style MCs drop their 
lyrics into the mix. It’s this combi- 
nation of elements that makes 
bhangra sound familiar and also 
unlike any other urban music. Plus, 
once you get a taste, you're hooked. 

Bhangra’s heated dhol drum- 
ming and bomb-tastic hip-hop 
beats are emerging as a new force 
in the San Francisco club scene, 
fueled by a young crop of DJ-pro- 
ducers, in addition to wise promot- 
ers who've been around the dance’ 
music block. Bhangra didn’t just 
drop out of the sky one night and 
land in San Francisco; rather, it 
grew from ancient field harvest 
songs in the Punjab region of 
northern India, danced through the 
UK via immigration, mingled with 
rap stars in New York in the ’90s, 
and finally ended up at eclectic Bay 
Area parties. 


DESI ROOTS 
In 1990 I copped a copy of Indian 
producer Bally Sagoo’s remix of 
Pakistani Sufi singer Nusrat Fateh 
Ali Khan’s “Jewel” (Oriental Star). 
The mix of reggae-dub bass, Soul II 
Soul-style hip-hop beats, and 
ecstatic singing was mind-blowing. 
But there’s no way it prepared me 
for the nuclear bomb that is con- 
temporary bhangra music and the 
incredible South Asian scene in the 
Bay Area. 

I knew little about bhangra’s 
early roots as the music embraced 
by Indian and Pakistani immigrants 


to Britain in the 1970s and 80s. 
Then remixes like Jay-Z 03 remake 
of Panjabi MC’s “Mundian To Bach 
Ke Rahi” sparked my interest. In 


recent years I encountered Punjabi 


Hit Squad’s radio shows on the 
BBC's 1Xtra channel and Googled 
“Punjabi” to discover potent Web 
sites full of bhangra rap and garage 
MP3 downloads from artists like 
the UK’s Rhythm Dhol Bass 
(RDB). 

Hearing boom-box mixes at 
Naan and Curry restaurant in the 
Tenderloin and attending a South 
Asian friend’s wedding party in 
Fremont, where DJ Sal from Desi 
Sound Factory dropped bhangra 
remixes of Sly and Robbie’s 
“Murder She Wrote” (whose 
rhythm track emulates Indian per- 
cussion), was all it took to become a 
fiend. 

Fundamentally, desi (meaning 
“national,” ascribed to any person or 
thing from the South Asian diaspo- 
ra) music is best heard at parties 
like the monthly Non-Stop 
Bhangra (NSB), at Rickshaw Stop, 
where Punjabi bhangra — a sound 
harder than the Asian underground 
fusions of Talvin Singh or Nitin 
Sawhney — is spun by competent 
DJs accompanied by live drummers, 
dancers, and video. Adding fuel to 
the bhangra club fire is the Bay’s 
younger generation of mixers and 
producers. 


YOUNGER UP-AND-COMERS 
Born in Oakland and based in 
Tracy, 20-year-old JT Bhachu, a.k.a. 
DJ JT, got started in music at age 
10, playing dhol drums in school 
competitions. His family moved 
from the Punjab region in India and 
settled in the Bay two decades ago. 
JT mixes hip-hop with bhangra and 
spins everywhere from high school 
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ce

dances and weddings to the main 
rooms at clubs — even San 
Francisco’s Avalon Ballroom, where 
JT and his BPR Promotions friends 
put on a show with Birmingham, 
UK, bhangra megastar Sukshinder 
Shinda last year. 

JT still relies on his kin for his 
creative projects, founding a record 
label (Sick Em Entertainment) 
with his uncle and recruiting his 
teenage cousins to play in his 
Explizit Dholies drum ensemble. 
“My mission is to bring bhangra 
into a lot of hip-hop clubs. In the 
future it'll be the next thing people 
are talking about when they go out 
every weekend,” he says. His self- 
confidence and vision are shared by 
other young desi DJs in the Bay, 
including producer Kush Arora. 

“I'm recording with guys who 
are getting deported every day,” San 
Francisco resident Arora laments of 
his work with Punjabi singers and 
emcees. That hasn't stopped him 
from finishing his album, Bhang 
Ragga: Dancehall Bhangra in Future 
Dub (Kush Arora Music), which 
drops at the end of January and fea- 
tures MCs and musicians from 
India, the Caribbean, and the Bay 
Area. ; 

The 24-year-old son of New 
Delhi parents, Arora plays a mean 
tumbi drum and lists UK dub artist 
the Rootsman and Bally Sagoo 
among his main influences. Like 
Bhachu, he doesn’t limit his hoti- 
zons to Punjabi-only events. “Most 
bhangra concerts with big singers 
are in the South Bay,” he explains. 
“These can be fun but usually very 
cheesy, with fliers that say ‘Guys — 
dress GQ; girls — dress sexy/ele- 
gant,’ with related bullshit like that, 
so I really wouldn't consider it a hot 


party.” 
ORGANIZE WITH OPEN MINDS 


Teacher, performer, and promoter 
Vicki Virk has been in the Bay Area 


music scene since 2003 with her 
Dhol Rhythms dance troupe. In 
addition to teaching bhangra dance 
classes, she’s the founder of the 
monthly Non-Stop Bhangra party. 
To bring bhangra to new audiences, 
Virk embraces the Bay’s open- 
minded spirit and eclectic DJs. 
“The hype is growing in the States,” 
she enthuses. “New DJs are mixing 
“bhangra — it could grow into 
something the US could embrace.” 
Virk see the scene eventually devel- 
oping into a mix of cultures of peo- 
ple who just love to dance and learn 
about new forms of music. 

“Non-Stop Bhangra has been 
taking over the SF scene for 
bhangra parties promoted beyond 
just the desi community,” Amar 
Bansuri notes. He should know, as a 
NSB resident and promoter of 
Electric Vardo, a party that brings 
together elements of South Asian, 
Middle Eastern, and Eastern 
European gypsy culture. Amar and 
like-minded DJs and promoters 
such as Cheb I Sabbah and 
Dhamaal Soundsystem’s Janaka 
Selekta and Maneesh the Twister 
have brought together the disparate 
global fusion dance music tribes 
under the banner of the desi nation. 
“We definitely have a bhangra pres- 
ence,” Bansuri states, “but as a part 
of a global picture.” 

Bay Area bhangra is also being 
used as a catalyst to raise awareness. 
Activist Vijay Chattha got involved 
in the scene in 2001. He was a pro- 
moter and DJ who used music to 
bring understanding to the issues 
facing South Asians after 9/11. 
Chattha organized a number of 
benefits for the charity Project 
Ahimsa, now a national organiza- 
tion. Involved in events such as the 
annual Global Sight and Sound 
Festival, Chattha is confident that 
the desi music community is moy- 
ing in the right direction. “The 


music has attracted diverse audi- 


ences, making the Bay Area the 
number one spot in the nation for 
bhangra,” Chattha says. “Non- 
Indian artists and DJs are now 
experimenting with the sound and 
collaborating with desi artists to 
produce things that will put the Bay 
Area on the map. The future of this 
music is bright.” SFBG

Breezy Days Band 


Hemlock Tavern, Jan. 13

LOCAL LIVE Performers often 
reflect their audience's 
desires in the form of 
larger-than-life fanta- 
sy. What's more 
interesting is when 

someone shows their talents 
on a more human scale. This would 
at least partially explain why the 
Breezy Days Band had the packed 
Hemlock back room in the palm of 
their hands. 

They walk a strange line, some- 
where between genius and utter ama- 
teurishness. It’s obvious that their 
peculiar pop tunes are well crafted, 
yet in execution, their music is acci- 
dent-prone and precarious. 

This isn’t entirely unintentional. 
Yasi Perera, BDB’s drummer and 
occasional vocalist, writes the songs 
on guitar and then sends them as tab- 
lature by e-mail to bandmates over 
e-mail (for this show, guitarists Lyal 
Michael and Will Sherwin). The 
pieces are intended to be played in 
perfect synchronicity, but there is an 
element of inevitable disaster worked 
in. Rhythms are imperfectly inferred, 
and the fingering is at times nearly 
impossible for even the most prac- 
ticed musicians. The result is a curi- 
ously familiar pop assemblage, filled 
with complex and articulated streams 
of notes and deceptively simple runs 
of garage riffing, country strum, and, 


of all things, boogie-woogie. 

Truthfully, BDB’s music is not 
completely foreign: Its obvious prede- 
cessor is Captain Beetheart’s band; its 
peers, Et At It and the Curtains. Yet 
the BDB’s live performances are 
uniquely mesmerizing, especially the 
enigmatic and energetic presence of 
Perera. Wild-eyed and smiling, he has 
a little-kid-meets-mad-scientist qual- 
ity that can make his playing and ges- 
tures seem both naive and brilliant. 
At one point Perera leapt up from his 
drum kit, clutching for the micro- 
phone, and then paused to turn down 
the guitar amp next to him. When he 
repeated this gesture, it became a 
supreme act of antirock, and one so 
profound that it sent all presumptions 
about Perera into a whirlwind. Who 
does such a thing? 

Positioned at stage right during 
BDB’s performance was singer-song- 
writer Jessica LaFlamme. She recent- 
ly ended her role as a guitarist for 
BDB, and she sang her own subtle 
and unconventional pop pieces in a 
song-for-song trade-off with BDB. 
Written with a nod to jazz and rural 
American styles of yore, LaFlamme 
played with a stylized flair that, while 
very much her own, blended almost 
seamlessly with BDB’s sounds. At 
times it seemed as though they were 
one band. 

LaFlamme shared more than just 
musical similarities with her stage 
companions. She too fluttered 
abruptly between canny songwriting 


and amateurish performance. Pausing 
on chords, stopping midsong, and 
swallowing the occasional lyric, 
LaFlamme wasn't exactly a highly 
polished performer. Yet her obvious 
talent and beautiful voice held her 
audience captive, and they seémed 
almost to yearn for her to succeed. At 
one point a woman described the 
vocalist as “precious,” but this was 
hardly appropriate. Singing “If you 
want to have fun with me, you have 
to cut your arms” in an absurdly 
childlike melody, LaFlamme evoked 
titters but left the room with a mild 
hangover of discomfort when the 
seriousness of the lyric settled in. 
With the end of each song by 
BDB and LaFlamme came a cheer 
that suggested a sort of heroic act had 
taken place, and though it might have 
seemed condescending, it was sincere- 
ly offered. The audience held its 
breath hoping to see these unassum- 
ing and eccentric songwriters pull off 
a feat they knew was difficult and 
frightening, and while Perera, 
LaFlamme, and company were not 
unaware of their vulnerabilities, they 
also didn’t hide them, and they 
showed a determination and heart 
that is as unironic as it gets. It made 
you believe that if you have your own 
genius tucked away safe and sad in a 
closet, you too could lay it bare; sit- 
ting in a room full of people silently 
pulling for these musicians, you easily 
dreamed yourself up there. SFBG

MARGINALIA

If Brokeback Mountain had been a porn film — and certainly it has all the makings, from a 
pair of fuckable stars to a setting of wild beauty, with a campfire, a tent, and some whiskey 


thrown in to aid sexual ignition, not to mention a title just begging to be adjusted — I doubt I 


would have caught myself glancing at my watch quite so often while the mournful guitar 


strummed and the minutes rolled by, like mile markers on some remorselessly straight road 
across one of those illimitable flat states in the middle, the red belly, of the US of A. 


But despite Jake Gyllenhaal’s 
voluptuous lips and moony eyes 
and the loud clanking of belt buck- 
les as swelling cowboy crotches 
achieve a few close encounters, the 
movie isn't bold enough to be a 
porn film. It is, instead, a high- 
country romance, a brief interval of 
youthful erotic release that seizes 
up into years of thwartedness. The 
pair cannot be together, therefore 
they never truly come to know each 
other, therefore they obsess about 
their arrestedness — without recog- 
nizing it for what it is — until one 
of them dies. They are, in a sense, 
the opposites of Dorian Gray, who 
remained unnaturally young while 
his portrait moldered in the closet; 
the love cowboys’ faces grow 
wrinkly with middle age, but they 
remain eighth-graders at heart. 

Is it rude to note that, for all 
the media palaver about how 
Brokeback isn't a gay movie but a 
transcendent love story, it is in fact 
not just a gay movie — with a plot 
driven by coarse homophobia — 
but a retrograde one whose appeal 
to the great hetero majority has 
more than a little to do, one cannot 
help suspecting, with its finale of 
misery for the homo protagonists? 
The queers suffer and die, we weep 
for them, poor things, as we did at 
the end of Philadelphia, because we 
are fabulous empathetic broad- 
minded liberal straight people, and 
we nod off at night safe in the cer- 
tainty that all’s well that ends well 
— for heterosexuals. Happiness is 
being heterosexual: Isn't this bit of 
wisdom on a bumper sticker some- 
where, perhaps on a dusty old pick- 
up truck wending across Wyoming? 

If only life were so simple. We 
would probably have much less 
divorce, among other things, at 
least in the no-gay-marriage states. 
But happiness turns out to be a 
slippery customer for many of us, 
regardless of affectional stripe: an 
ideal, a chimera, a false god. The 
word itself suggests to me the 


empty smiles of the childishly sim- 
ple or the heavily medicated, and I 
tend to avoid it in favor of satisfac- 
tion, with its connotation of sus- 
tained engagement with the diffi- 
cult but rewarding world. 
Nonetheless, the term turns up in 
the title of Jonathan Haidt’s formi- 
dably learned new book, The 
Happiness Hypothesis: Finding 
Modern Truth in Ancient Wisdom 
(Basic, $26), which has more to say 
about the pleasures and perils, the 
truths, of being alive than any book 
I’ve read in a long time. 

Much of the force of The 
Happiness Hypothesis has to do 
with the book’s threshold recogni- 
tion that the countless generations 
of people who came before us were 
not ignorant wretches stumbling 
about in darkness but had their 
share of seers and sclons, wise 
people who perceived, in various 
ways across various cultures, that 
to be successfully human means 
finding ways to accept, even to 
thrive on, our divided destiny as 
bipedal animals subject to primi- 
tive needs, injuries, and illnesses 
and as ultrasocial, self-conscious 
creatures with a sense of the infi- 
nite and the divine. The greatest 
human understandings and wis- 
doms have been dearly paid for 
through the centuries, and they are 
our inheritance and guide, not tri- 
fles to be tossed aside in the arro- 
gant certainty that the dead have 
nothing to teach us, we who have 
Google and iPods and frequent- 
flyer miles for a holiday in Rio. 

Americans tend to view the 
past with irritation: We are a for- 
ward-looking people, always eager 
for the next new thing. Tomorrow 
is another day, as a great American 
literary heroine once put it. And — 
the implied corollary — yesterday 
is for losers. Yet time is the great 
distillery, the boiler-away of the 
superfluous and transitory in all our 
yesterdays, and since human well- 
being has always been a central 


concern of the human enterprise, it 
is not surprising that the elements 
of that well-being — of satisfac- 
tion, of happiness — have been dis- 
tilled into succinctly statable form. 
“People need love, work, and a 
connection to something larger,” 
Haidt (a psychology professor at 
the University of Virginia) suc- 
cinctly states, with an important 
qualification: By /ove he does not 
mean “passionate love that never 
fades” — this is the incendiary 
phenomenon mistaken for love in 
Brokeback Mountain; Haidt calls it 
a “modern myth” — but an inter- 
twining of lives, the bond that 
develops as two people “begin to 
rely upon, care for, and trust each 
other.” True love, then, is not 
found but built, as some wise per- 
son once said, or should have; 
“love is patient and kind,” in the 
words of the Apostle Paul (1 
Corinthians 13:4), whom one sup- 
poses was neither but nonetheless 
knew whereof he spoke, whether 
telling his truths on a mountain or 
somewhere else. SFBG

The rise of the hyperbook 


In a Buenos Aires apartment, the 
narrator of Jorge Luis Borges’s “The 
Book of Sand” flips through an infi- 
nite book he has obtained, quickly 
turning the pages but never finding 
the same page twice, nor an end or 
a beginning to the text. In reading 
this passage, you can't help but be 
reminded of hours of Internet 
research, of clicking through pages 
of ever shifting digital information. 

After spending some time with 
the bewildering, illimitable book, 
Borges’s character proposes destroy- 
ing it with fire, but then he hesi- 
tates: “I feared the burning of an 
infinite book might likewise prove 
infinite and suffocate the planet 
with smoke.” 

Google's solution, when faced 
with the wealth of history’s writ- 
ings, was to organize it all. Ina 
Herculean (or perhaps Aristotelian) 
move, the Mountain View firm, 
begun as a digital custodian of the 
Internet’s information, is taking the 
first steps toward building an ulti- 
mate library by attempting to scan 
all the books in the world into its 
database. The feasibility of consoli- 
dating the written word is a new 
reality, but it has also long been a 
conceptual toy of Borges’s; the 
Google project is prefigured in the 
Borges story “The Library of 
Babel,” about a library composed of 
every possible combination of letters 
and words, with some texts contain- 


ing no actual language, only ran- 
dom, nonsensical combinations of 
characters and punctuation. 

The titles and natures of 
Borges’s and Google’s (remember 
the name Google refers to a googol, 
an astronomically large number) | 
massive projects suggest, almost, an 
attempt to reform all language into 
one universal, cooperative dialogue, 
as it was said to have been in myth 
before the Tower of Babel debacle, 
before God had a tantrum and 
broke humanity into separate lan- 
guages. Really, these libraries are the 
bibliophile’s take on globalization. 

The conceptual literary relics of 
Borges and Italo Calvino — infinite 
libraries, stories of corrupted ency- 
clopedias and of forking multitudi- 
nous possible realities and of books 
that rewrite themselves — are serv- 
ing as outlines for new forms of 
nonlinear and fluid works and writ- 
ings. This new dynamic genre bears 
as much resemblance to the long- 
standing, static idea of writing as a 
free-verse poem does to a sonnet. 


SARDON 

Participants in Mariano Sardén’s 
“Books of Sand” run their hands 
through bins of sand covered with 
glowing script via projectors in the 
ceiling. As their hands playfully stir 
the sand, the text appears to shim- 
mer and fade away, revealing more 
text underneath; no matter how 
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much they dig, the layers continue 
without end. Sardon, an interactive 
artist, a professor of electronic arts, 
and (like Borges) a native of Buenos 
Aires, made his “Books of Sand” in 
homage to the fabled relic in 
Borges’s story; the computer-con- 
trolled projectors sense where the 
participants move and filter in con- 
tent pulled off the Internet. 

Working off the chaos of unor- 
ganized information and the tactile 
experience of running one’s fingers 
through sand, Sardon’s piece is not 
language with cogent narrative 
structure, but more of an experience 
that is orchestrated, the feeling of 
sorting through the slush pile of 
those famous million studious type- 
writer monkeys, trying desperately 
to find a copy of Shakespeare’s 
“Sonnet 20” without so many 
spelling errors. 


DRAGULESCU 

The Romanian visual artist Alec 
Dragulescu’s most recent works 
include a program that generates a 
new graphic novel documenting the 
US war effort in the Middle East 
every time it runs, and also a collec- 
tion of visual algorithms built into 
intricate trees from Marxist buzz- 
words and corporate logos. Juggling 
the currency of modern entertain- 
ment and marketing media with an 
Adbusters sense of criticism, both 
works function by precisely borrow- 
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ing from other sources, much like 
collage work. 

Colorful Burger King and 
Absolut logos form the wash of 
color in Dragulescu’s “Algorithmns 
of the Absurd,” glowing against the 
black branches of words such as 
czar, communism, and terrifying. 

“T have always been interested,” 
Dragulescu writes on his Web site, 
“in juxtaposing the two main ide- 
ologies of our time and their impact 
on an individual level — part of it 
because | have experienced both. 

“The tree shapes,” he says of the 
elegant shapes that branch and twist 
at times, “are chosen because they 
are fundamental data structures in 
computing.” 

The blogosphere, which finds 
new writers — new bloggers, that is 
— in the hundreds of postings every 
day, whether a blog about a teenag- 
er’s life or something more topic- 
specific, such as one of my personal 
favorites, BLDGBLOG, a blog on 
architectural conjecture and urban 
speculation. The interested reader 
now has access to intimate, unfil- 
tered content. 

Dragulescu draws from these 
firsthand perspectives for one of his 
works. 

A hyperbook he created, “What 
I Did Last Summer,” shows anima- 
tion frames of soldiers, taken from a 
video game, making their way across 
the screen, at every step giving a 


line of a dialogue taken from one of 
two blogs, parody-labeled the “Blue” 
and “Red” teams. Choose the blue 
team and follow the path of the My 
War Blog writer, Colby Buzzell, a 
US soldier reporting firsthand on 
his experience in Iraq; choose the 
red team and the “Baghdad 
Blogger,” Raed Jarrar, tells of living 
inside an invaded country. As each 
character and line of dialogue 
appears, it remains on the screen as 
more characters and dialogue pop 
up, creating a hall-of-mirrors, 
“Nude Descending a Staircase with 
M-16” display of time and motion. 
Each time the reader plays through 
the entry, images and highlighted 
sentences change. A work like 
“What I Did Last Summer” can 
update itself; what it loses in famil- 
iarity, it gains in continued novelty. I 
have just read the piece as the Red 
Team, in which Jarrar tells of tank 
mines exploding on the city streets: 


The second exploded in Ghazalia 
district killing a girl and injuring 
her mother. Now this second 
mine was laid on the street after 
the American check point left 
that same street and the people 
there are saying that the mine 
was left by the Americans, which 
is complete bullshit. 


The words complete bullshit appear 
twice, and in a larger font than the 
rest, emphasizing his vitriolic exas- 
peration. 


The notion of self-generating 
pieces, as they are realized by those 
who can apply poetics in program- 
ming languages, is interesting; there 
might be stories that, having already 
left their creators, tell themselves in 
a new way at every turn. Possibly 
the spirit of an artist’s voice, its fre- 
quency of cracking and the color of 
its metaphors, can be caught and 
held within the binding of the 
unbound hyperbook. Each time one 
returns to the work, the same sensa- 
tions flow without redundancy, like 
a continuous spring. In this way, 
minds like that of blind, humble, 
librarians named Jorge Luis Borges 
(the one we know and the ones we 
may still know) can leave behind 
more vibrant ghosts to speak to us.

In The Assassins’ Gate, a conflicted New 
Yorker writer struggles with the Iraq conflict 


THE ASSASSINS’ GATE: 
AMERICA IN IRAQ

In writing The Assassins’ Gate: 
America in Iraq, New Yorker staff 
writer George Packer has achieved 
the rare feat of producing a book 
that may allow the reader to under- 
stand its subject better than the 
author himself seems to. We may 
acknowledge Packer’s pluck and 
determination in making four trips 
to Iraq since the invasion and enjoy 
the results, even if he did draw the 
book’s most emblematic vignette — 
the soldier shouting to an angry 
crowd following the fall of 
Baghdad, “We're here for your 
fucking freedom, now back up” — 
from CNN, rather than on-the- 
spot reporting. We can even rejoice 
in his partial recognition of just 
what a truly terrible proposition 
the invasion was, but overall, it isn’t 
debunking on Packer's part that 
reveals the shoddiness of the justi- 
fications for the war so much as his 
advocacy of them. : 

One thing for sure is that he 
doesn't like to admit he was wrong. 
His Oct. 13, 2005, Los Angeles 
Times opinion piece tells us that in 
the months leading up to the inva- 
sion, the war “forced on all of us F. 
Scott Fitzgerald’s famous test of a 
first-rate intelligence: ‘the ability to 
hold two opposed ideas in the 
mind at the same time and still 
retain the ability to function,’ “ 
whereas “the mark of second-rate 


minds was absolute certainty one 
way or the other.” To Packer, “what 
you thought about the war mat- 
tered less to me than how you 
thought about it.” So his “most 
heated and confounding arguments 
over the war occurred when there 
was no one else around” — pre- 
sumably a successful strategy for 
avoiding second-rate minds. 

Eventually he “came down on 
the pro-war side,” but only “by a 
whisker” because he “understood 
the risks and costs,” and in this he 
distinguishes himself from those 
fixed opponents of the war — 
whose assumptions, the book says, 
“were based on moral innocence — 
on an inability to imagine the hor- 
ror in which Iraqis lived” — even if 
he now recognizes that, so far as 
America goes, the invasion should 
not “have been done at all.” 

We at home can only benefit 
from reading more about what our 
military does and experiences out 
there — and never more so than 
when an all-volunteer army means 
that large sections of the popula- 
tion have no direct contact with 
the tiny minority charged with car- 
rying out government policy at the 
point of a gun, and Packer provides 
an on-the-ground picture by no 
means as universally unflattering as 
the episode cited above. The more 
we know the names and origins of 
our soldiers, the more we under- 
stand why it’s not generals who fret 
about America having “a strong 
disinclination to risk life in battle,” 
but New York Times book reviewers. 

Packer also met the civilian

occupiers. A British official in 
Kirkuk who actually opposed the 
invasion “found American nation- 
alism, with its sunny certainties 
and its zeal, a strange and troubling 
force,” while Iraqis, for their part, 
complained that “Americans were 
both too soft and too hard. 
Niceness and nastiness seemed to 
be two conjoined sides of their per- 
sonality: Love me or I'll kill you.” 
On the other hand, “the British 
troops in the south [of Iraq] ... 
seemed far more comfortable with 
the inherent ambiguities of police 
work and civil affairs” — a legacy 
of past empire; some even had 
experience in occupying Northern 
Ireland. And then there was the 
lighter side: “A twenty-five year- 
old oversaw the creation of the 
Baghdad stock market,” Packer 
writes, “and another twenty-five 
year-old helped write the interim 
constitution while filling out his 
law school application.” 

Through it all, Packer evinces 
such a sense of shock that the 
occupation is not running along 
lines he'd like to see that you have 
to wonder just who this “liberal 
hawk,” as he calls himself, thought 
was in the White House when all 
this was going on. And he’s not 
much more astute about the 
Democrats: In discussing their 
2004 presidential primary cam- 
paign, he writes that “an informed 
assessment leading to the conclu- 
sion that the American presence 
could only make matters worse, 
with no chance of a turnaround, 
deserved a hearing. But what the 
Democrats offered was something 
else: a detached and complacent 
negativism.” Actually, Dennis 
Kucinich articulated such “an 
informed assessment” from the 
beginning of the primary season to 
the end, but Packer had dismissed 
him 300 pages earlier as “the elfin, 
jug-eared congressman from 
Cleveland who was hinting that he 
might launch an antiwar campaign 
for president.” There were many rea- 


sons why Kucinich’s candidacy never 
took off, but the refusal of main- 
stream journalists to pay it any heed 
certainly counts large among them. 

Packer also took domestic 
excursions to places as strange, in 
their way, as post-invasion Iraq; 
into the minds of some of the war’s 
architects and supporters, who 
have twisted Patrick Henry’s senti- 
ment into a foreign policy that 
delivers the Islamic world the mes- 
sage “We'll give you liberty or we'll 
give you death.” There will be 
some difference of opinion as to 
the quality of the liberty it has 
provided, but there can be none 
about the death it has delivered. 

One group he particularly 
dwells on is the “liberal veterans of 
humanitarian war [who] became 
uneasy allies of administration 
hawks.” These were not actually the 
wounded or decorated soldiers the 
everyday world understands as “vet- 
erans,” but intellectuals — “laptop 
bombardiers” as their detractors call 
them. Seemingly but dimly aware 
of the specific events of, and the 
West's overall role in, Yugoslavia’s 
unraveling, they viewed the US 
bombing of Serbia during the 1999 
Kosovo war as a paradigm of 
American military intervention to 
democratize the world. Paul 
Berman, something of a mentor to 
Packer, explains that “the Islamist 
movement” was guided by “totali- 
tarianism,” an ideology that repre- 
sented “a revolt against liberalism,” 
to which the proper response was 
“liberalism armed.” Through it all, 
Packer apparently notices none of 
the “moral innocence” of the anti- 
Iraq war protesters in Berman’s 
Brooklyn apartment. 

Packer himself calls military 
campaigns like the invasion of Iraq 
“wars of choice” without the 
slightest trace of irony. His under- 
standably negative view of Saddam 
Hussein’s government seemingly 
blinds him not only to the fact that 
international law characterizes 
such invasions as “wars of aggres- 
sion,” but also to the underlying 
reason — that legitimizing them 
represents a step backward toward 
a worldwide law of the jungle, in 
which the might of the larger 
country determines what’s right for 
the smaller. And he reminds us 
that whether or not George W. 
Bush actually lied about the 
“weapons of mass destruction” 
intelligence reports, as far as some 
Democrats went, he needn't have; 
as Packer told the San Francisco 
Chronicle, “WMD never persuaded 
me.” But then, presidential candi- 


date John Kerry already told us 
he'd still have supported the war if 
the facts had been available. 

Packer's faulting the Bush 
administration's failure “to frame 
the new war against Islamic radi- 
calism as a national struggle” 
seems stunningly tin-eared coming 
from someone who writes for a 
publication that sets the nation’s 
standard for precision and style in 
writing. A merciful editor might 
have suggested that if he would 
only substitute “Christian” or 
“Jewish” for “Islamic” he'd under- 
stand how this declaration of war 
reads in the Muslim world. 

What does not figure at all in 
Packer's telling of the invasion is 
economic calculation, despite his 
description of the vision that former 
undersecretary of defense Paul 
Wolfowitz entertained of “a realign- 
ment of American power and influ- 
ence in the Middle East, away from 
theocratic Saudi Arabia ... and 
toward a democratic Iraq.” Some 
reporters might have found it 
strange for the United States to 
start a campaign to democratize the 
Middle East by invading enemy 
Iraq when it could instead prod 
Saudi Arabia, an ally largely 
dependent upon American weapon- 
ry — unless, of course, the certitude 
of a reliable petroleum source was a 
major concern. Packer is unfazed, 
though, and his only hint of the 
issue Comes in a mention of 
demonstrators from “extremist 
groups” carrying banners “that pro- 
claimed ‘No Blood for Oil.’ “ 

In the end, the real fault 
Packer finds with the Bush admin- 
istration is that it failed to send 
enough troops. In an Oct. 24, 
2005, New Yorker piece, he sug- 
gested that Democrats campaign 
in 2006 on the pledge that they 
“will rebuild the armed forces — 
making it at least possible for the 
Iraq insurgency to be defeated.” 
Last November’s Iraq reconcilia- 
tion conference, at which Shiites, 
Kurds, and Sunnis all agreed that 
“national resistance is a legitimate 
right of all nations,” suggests, 
though, that this might not be 
shrewd advice. But if you want to 
understand why Iraq — and 
America — are in the shape they’re 
in, it will be quite worth your 
while to pick up The Assassin's Gate, 
read it, and weep — for both our 
countries. SFBG

“All of our books have to qualify under 
the vision of creating a world that 
works for all,” says Jeevan 
Sivasubramaniam, senior managing 
editor for Berrett-Koehler Publishers, 
the house that mixes corporate how-to 
titles such as Managers Not MBSs and 
Organizational Development with titles 
that aim to smash corporate domi- 
nance, such as the New York Times best 
seller Confessions of an Economic Hit 
Man and Gangs of America: The Rise of 
Corporate Power and the Disabling of 
Democracy, which promises to blow a 
whistle on the nasty reality of corpo- 
rate business practice. 

“We do a lot of books on ethical 
practices in capitalism, which is possi- 
ble,” Sivasubramaniam says from his 
office, which is decorated with arty 
artifacts from around the globe. 
“Tough, but possible.” 

Berrett-Koehler embraces the 
tough but possible. Started in 1992 by 
Steve Piersanti, who was fired from a 
CEO position for refusing to lay off 
employees, the press came into exis- 
tence at the behest of everyone from 
authors to printers who believed it 
important to the publishing industry 
that a visionary like Piersanti stick 
around. And right from the start it 
was an unusual undertaking. 

“Our shareholders include people 
who print our books, our distributors, 
our authors, everyone. And we're not 
publicly traded, so that means it’s 
charitable,” Sivasubramaniam explains. 
“And we don't offer advances. We 
actually have a lot of big-house 
refugees. They felt like an advance is 
nice, but they weren't treated well.” 

Berret-Koehler's system of dealing 
with authors and their books is 
involved. Authors are “obliged” to col- 
laborate with the press throughout the 
production process. “They have to be 
involved with everything, from the 
design of the cover on up,” 
Sivasubramaniam says. 

If being able to design their own 
cover isn't enough to help authors get 
over the lack of an advance, what 
Sivasubramaniam calls a “walk-away 
clause” nestled in the standard contract 
might do it. 

“Tf the author is not happy with 
what we're doing, we have 60 to 90 
days to rectify it, otherwise the author 
walks away with all their rights,” 
Sivasubramaniam explains. “It’s only 
been executed once, and the author's 
reason was he was a shareholder and 
close supporter of Berrett-Kohler and 
felt he couldn't be objective.” 

The Berrett-Kohler publishing 


model also includes a vast network of 
“reviewers” who act as a blend of 
focus group and editorial staff, giving 
forthcoming titles an early read and 
offering suggestions. “I have a stable 
of 200 people,” Sivasubramaniam 
says. “Average Joes just working jobs, 
all the way to politicians and journal- 
ists, celebrities — Barbara Ehrenreich 
reviewed for us. It’s an incredible edi- 
torial tool.” 

Most Berrett-Koehler authors are 
often referred word-of-mouth from 
their wide community of supporters. 
“Tt’s a very viral sort of thing,” 
Sivasubramaniam says, “but we also 
get thousands of proposals a year. 
Some of them are crazy, some of them 
are very good.” Of course, | must 
inquire about the crazy. “A lot of ‘aliens 
are controlling the world, lizard peo- 
ple, that sort of stuff.” 

The final unique part of the 
Berrett-Koehler process is the “author 
day,” a day set aside for each author to 
come into the office, meet the staff, 
and work intensely with each produc- 
tion team. The press invites guests to 
lunch, during which the author pres- 
ents his or her book. “It’s exhausting,” 
Sivasubramaniam says with a laugh. 
“Authors love it. The whole day is 
devoted entirely to their book.” 

Recent titles put out by Berrett- 
Koehler include Shortchanged: Life 
and Debt in the Fringe Economy, 
which confirms that all those check- 
cashing businesses are truly evil; and 
The Fox in the Henhouse: How 
Privatization Threatens Democracy, a 
team effort from radical folk singer Si 
Kahn and feminist philosopher 
Elizabeth Minnich that tears into, 
among other ills, the for-profit prison 
industry in America. The house’s 
spring releases include The Great 
Earth Turning, which plumbs the vio- 
lent roots of empire; The Small-Mart 
Revolution, which outlines how small 
businesses are finally going to kick 
big business's ass; and A// Together 
Now, which, in the words of B-K 
senior publicity manager Ken Lupoff, 
“looks at how the mantra of ‘individ- 
ualism’ actually makes it harder for 
individuals to succeed.” 

The Berrett-Koehler staff have 
their hands full with a string of author 
days on the horizon, a new personal 
development line debuting, and a 
commitment to smashing the corpo- 
rate state from the inside out. “As long 
as the book's vision is about something 
that’s making life better for all people,” 
Sivasubramaniam says with a smile. 
“That's our criteria.” SFBG

Mark Crispin Miller doesn’t mince 
words in his new book, Fooled Again: 
How the Right Stole the 2004 
Election and Why They'll Steal the 
Next One Too (Unless We Stop 
Them), an extensive account of how 
the Republicans have rigged and 
stolen the past two presidential elec- 
tions, accompanied by an ominous, 
though unsurprising, forecast that 
they are certain to continue stealing 
them unless and until they are 
stopped. “In a nation of this size, 
complexity, diversity and (nominal) 
transparency,” writes Miller, a media 
studies professor at New York 
University, “the theft of a presidential 
race is no simple matter but requires 
a wide array of complementary 
actions national and local... . It 
requires the active participation of 
hundreds, even thousands of loyalists 
who value winning over democratic 
principle — because they believe 
that their opponents are demonic, 
beings so dangerously evil that their 
victory simply cannot be allowed.” 
For election-thieving Republican 
Christ-fanatics, it’s also been 
immensely helpful to have the coun- 
try’s major newspapers mostly as 
one in dismissing suggestions of 


electoral chicanery as the “paranoia” 


of “conspiracy theorists” (from a 
Nov. 5, 2004, headline in the 
Baltimore Sun), and to have such 
friends in high places as Ohio secre- 
tary of state Kenneth Blackwell, a 
Bush-Cheney apparatchik who 
seems to have been the point man 
for ensuring, by any means neces- 
sary, the Republican ticket’s “victo- 
ry’ in that state no matter how peo- 
ple who actually managed to vote 
actually voted. We may never know 
how people voted, incidentally, if 
they cast their ballots on one of the 
electronic machines made by 


Diebold, whose chair, Wally O'Dell, 
famously committed himself (in an 
August 2003 fundraising invitation) 
to “helping Ohio deliver its electoral 
votes to the president next year.” 
The software of electronic voting 
machines can be easily and subtly 
manipulated to deliver planned 
results, and the lack of a confirming 
paper trail means that, like dead 
men, such devices tell no tales that 
might cause later embarrassment or 
court challenges. 

The intended terminus for all 
this is, Miller thinks, theocracy, and 
our would-be theocrats are increas- 
ingly unshy about declaring them- 
selves. Nor are they concerned that 
the bulk of the population does not 
share their views. It is up to us, 
then, Miller says, to recognize that 
“our lives and liberty and happiness 
depend on our ability to rule our- 
selves — that is, our right to vote. 
We must start working to reclaim 
that right, and to do that, we must 
know all we can about our rights, 
our history and this government.” 
And Fooled Again isn’t a bad place 
to start. (Paul Reidinger)

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“Fabulandia: Fauna” 


VISUAL ART 


GROUP SHOW As we become more and more estranged from nature — 

beyond it being a resource to be exploited — we begin to see it increasing- 
ly as an abstraction or as a place to be feared. The artists in “Fabulandia: Fauna” 
— Donelle Estey, Mandy Greer, Tim Jag, Daniel Ross, and Tara Tucker — turn 
their eyes toward a future nature where the animals are either synthetic, 
hybridized, or bizarre permutations. In Berkeley artist Ross's large-scale digital 
print Spacious, three white owls (Mama, Papa, and Baby) float above a winter- 
glistening tree branch with pixilated orbs swirling above them against a sherbet 
sky, their large blue eyes focused on some fixed point over the viewer's shoulder. 
In Ross's Forever (the same size as Spacious, about four feet by five feet), a crow 
perched on a silver, diamond-encrusted twig that’s festooned with a chain of 
daisies cocks its head back toward a body of water. Placed side by side, the two 
perform a kind of diptych, looking longingly at nature’s past (Forever) or staring 
blankly at its uncertain future (Spacious). Seattle artist Greer’s menagerie of 
seven soft sculptures made of papier-maché, fabric, beads, and glitter suggests a 
gentler way of collecting animals: making them yourself. The aesthetic is that of 
an effusive concoction of celebrations, cakes, and little princess girl dresses, all of 
which make absurd the practice of sport killing. Tucker's mixed-media sculp- 
tures and graphite-on-paper drawings of a creature referred to as “Salty” or 
“Nubbins” resembles an amalgam of the egomaniacal Arturo the Aqua Boy from 
author Katherine Dunn's Geek Love and the baby in David Lynch’s Eraserhead. 
Where Greer’s animals are light and humorous, Tucker's Salty is haunted by vio- 
lence and frustration, as if it were born of untenable circumstances and doesn’t 
know how to be in this world — not unlike the fate of many creatures walking 


the planet these days. (Katie Kurtz)

Do you know the Smiths? The psy- 
chopathic Texas trailer-home fami- 
ly? Seems their boy, Chris (Ryan 
Montgomery), the drug dealer, 
comes home one day to ask his 
father, Ansel (Howard Swain), for 
some money. No surprise there. But 
some bad associates have threatened 
to kill Chris if he doesn’t pay what 
he owes them. So when Ansel, with 
second wife Sharla (Stacy Ross), 
pleads no funds, Chris turns around 
and suggests they murder his moth- 
er (nobody likes her anyway) and 
collect the life insurance she’s 
apparently designated for Chris’s kid 
sister, Dottie (Anna Bullard), a pret- 
ty but strange girl, a 20-year-old 
virgin who says odd things, som- 
nambulates, never was quite right. 
The Smiths are game. Chris knows 
of a full-time cop who moonlights 
as a hit man, a certain “Killer Joe” 
Cooper (Cully Fredricksen) — tall, 
lean, and mean-looking in black 
boots and a white cowboy hat. He 
shows up soon afterward to cut the 
deal. Of course when Joe finds out 
they don’t have his money up front, 
the middle-aged assassin insists ona 
“retainer,” in the form of little Miss 
Sleepwalker, Dottie. This, for the 
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Family plot

Smiths, sets things on a course from 
bad to worse. ; 
Chicago playwright Tracy 
Letts’s Killer Joe (1994) — an inter- 
national hit that finally makes its 
Bay Area debut in a totally assured, 
full-bore production at Marin 
Theatre Company — is the first 
truly risky and entertaining produc- 
tion of 2006. Definitely worth the 
$5 bridge toll, it’s also a sustained 
high note by MTC’s outgoing artis- 
tic director, Lee Sankowich. 
Unapologetically sexual and violent 
(with Hollywood-respectable 
amounts of nudity and stage blood), 
Killer unfolds like a Coen brothers 
thriller, amid a poor-white world of 
inept schemers and genial 
sociopaths — intentionally cartoony 
but supplely drawn — awash in 
apathy, desperation, petty disputes, 
dumb dreams, and the usual low- 
budget accoutrements: greasy 
BVDs, junkyard decor, cheap beer, 
fast food, bad reception. It’s a style 
Sankowich augments with a black- 
and-white neo-noir production 
scheme, in which Laura Hazlett’s 
muted costumes and Giulio Cesare 
Perrone’s grimy, gray-toned trailer 
— foregrounded by a sunken junk- 
strewn yard of dried weeds — make 
an ideal palette for setting off some 
bright red liquid. But making the 


most of it all by far is his remark- 
ably astute and fearless ensemble 
cast. 

The play has a literary flavor 
too, albeit one that tends to come 
out between the lines, in Dottie’s 
sputtered dream-utterances and sly 
non sequiturs, or in vivid tableaux. 
When Sharla, for instance, roused 
from sleep and naked from the waist 
down, opens the door for stepson 
Chris, she responds to his Oedipal 
revulsion with the deadpan excuse, 
“Well, I didn’t know who you were.” 
The joke is doubly good when we 
realize Chris follows his umbrage at 
Sharla’s poor sense of decorum with 
a matricidal proposition to his 
father. But the line reaches even fur- 
ther, well into the heart of Letts’s 
macabre comedy with its slippery 
relationships and gleeful unsettling 
of the “natural” social order. Who 
here really knows who anyone is? 
Letts depicts a universe so irremedi- 
ably crooked, wicked, and vicious 
that we're denied any moral certi- 
tudes: Joe is cop and killer, Dottie’s 
lover and keeper, a bringer of death 
and new life; spacey Dottie, mean- 
while, is also the sharpest of the 
Smiths, a seer of sorts, but one 
pinned in the gaze of Killer Joe 
(“his eyes hurt,” as she repeatedly 
explains). Joe’s gaze, in one of the 
play’s more chillingly fascinating 
scenes, literally strips her bare and 
then refashions her. In another 
telling image, Dottie emerges from 
her room in a black party dress, her 
father’s unwitting virgin sacrifice to 
a killer, as Ansel triumphantly drops

a captured mouse into the teeth of 
the garbage disposal. But Dottie’s 
fragility and status as victim also 
give way to surprising assertions of 
strength. And Ansel is both her 
persecutor and gentle childlike 
father, a nightmare and a hilariously 
sympathetic loser. Brother Chris, for 
his part, is her betrayer and would- 
be savior, an inept entrepreneur and 
a cold-blooded murderer, and so on. 
Without giving anything else away, 
suffice it to say that things slip into 
their seeming opposites so easily 
you have to wonder if they really 
are, properly, opposites at all. 

The perverse parody at the heart 
of the play takes self-conscious form 
at one point as Joe viciously and 
sarcastically forces everybody, 
abused and terrified, to sit down to 
a nice quiet family dinner so he can 
announce his engagement to Dottie. 
And yet the moment also suggests 
the way the family both destroys 
and reproduces itself in a moral vac- 
uum whose horror has to do with 
the ordinariness as well as the aber- 
rance of it all. The Smiths: special 
case? Or ordinary Joes? SFBG

ODC Theater’s “Underserved II: Pop!” 


sizzles and fizzles

“Underserved,” the label ODC 
Theater stuck on a 2004 group pro- 
gram, is a slippery term because it 
could be applied to most San 
Francisco artists. The definition of 
what it means to be underserved 
depends on an individual’s perspec- 
tive — in this case, that of theater 
director Rob Bailis, who came up 
with the concept when he found 
himself stuck with an otherwise 
empty house. 

The first incarnation fea- 
tured some truly unheralded 
voices. For 2006, “Underserved 
II: Pop!” went slightly upscale. 
Bailis sent out a call for propos- 
als for five-minute pieces using 
popular music, from which he 
chose the 8 participants (last 
time there were 11). The result, 
not surprisingly, was a mixed 
bag, ranging from the very 
accomplished to the barely com- 
petent, all of it hooted and 
hollered over by a packed audi- 
ence. 

The great thing about pop 
music is its generally high fun 
quotient, particularly if it’s stuff 
you listened to a while ago and 
now have a chance to revisit. In 
“Underserved II,” tracks from 
the ’80s and ’90s rode high. 

Alma Esperanza Cunningham's 
cool solo to hot music (Johnny 
Cash’s version of Trent Reznor’s 
“Hurt”) featured the long- 
limbed Rosemary Hannon, 
phantom mic in hand. 
Connecting only periodically to 
the lyrics, Cunningham's formal 
choreography condensed the 
heat of “Hurt” into restless pat- 
terns of nervous energy, with jut- 
ting limbs, running circles, and 
kicking hops that ultimately left 
the dancer shivering. 

Cunningham's second solo, 
Cat, went the other way. The 
Kronos Quartet version of Jimi 
Hendrix's “Purple Haze” created a 

distancing effect. The additional 
layer of strings really made the — 
music stand out. Ashley Taylor 
rubbed herself against this quasi- 
metallic wall of sound, maybe 
becoming the girl who puts the 
spell on the singer. Feline move- 
ments slithered in and out of more 
generalized ones in a piece that 


became both homage and comment. 
SPOON, composed of Jane 
Schnorrenberg and Kegan Marling, 
are just about the most beguiling 
duet dancers around. She’s dark and 
a little rotund, he’s blond and 
gawky; together, they create daffy 
though finely honed little jewels 
that paint a smile on your face. [7 
(to Shonen Knife’s soupy take on 
“Top of the World”) seemed to have 
grown from kids’ awkward interac- 
tions. She wiggled, he stared. He

ate his shirt, she brought forth an 
apple. She stood, he revolved 
around her. Their timing was deli- 
cious, and Schnorrenberg’s black 
peacock tail was perfect. 

Rebecca Pappas’s moderately 
workable Sweater Song (to the 
Weezer track of the same name) put 
Sonia Reiter in a knee-length knit 
that almost became unraveled (but 
not quite). It did leave the dancer 


stoned in a bath of green light, 
wondering what had hit her. The 
initial thread-pulling (and -eating) 
gestures evolved into fairly general- 
ized patterns that — among others 
— produced two talking feet. 

Alyssa Lee’s fine Tabi Tabi, to 
Turkish singer Ibrahim Tatlises’s 
song of the same name, was the 
evening's most politically inspired 
work. Dressed in cutoff fatigues, the 
four warrior women of Lee’s Group 
A moved both within aggressive 
unisons and with individualized 
expressivity. The result was a good, 
tightly structured work by a young 
choreographer. 

Though many in the 
audience apparently did, I 
couldn't see the humor in 
Masked Barkers, an excerpt 
of a piece in progress (set to 
“Candi” and “Fat Lenny” by 
Ween). Choreographer 
Sean McMahon had a trio 
of hooded dancers balanc- 
ing forks on their heads, 
delivering “up yours!” ges- 
tures, and snarling and 
barking at each other. If 
this was a comment on 
some sexual practices, I 
missed the point. 

Samantha Blanchard’s 
Magdalene played to the 
familiar virgin-whore 
dichotomy, backed by — 
Chumbawumba’s “Mary, 
Mary.” Dressed in a red 
velvet cloak that covered 
her head-to-foot, 
Blanchard recited her Hail 
Marys and then stripped — 
surprise, surprise — to 
black garters, heels, and 
corset. Though the delivery 
of the subsequent 
stomps, half-splits, kicks, 
and spreading crotch moves 
was energetic enough, the 
concept as well as-the real- 
ization almost produced 
thumping amnesia. 

Finally, the carb-chal- 
lenged Perfect was not. To 
Melissa Hudson, the 
Supreme Beings of Leisure’s myste- 
rious “Strangelove Addiction” meant 
obsession with body image. Planted 
in front of a full-size mirror, 
Hudson donned and removed 
clothing while her dancers threw 
bread and cavorted through all 
kinds of patterns. She should have 
turned around — they needed her 
attention, SFBG 
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generation, youd have to give the man kudos

has become Brown's signature piece; it will be lovely to see it Fpeiuael by his 
own superb dancers. Brown is more than a clever and gifted maker of movement 
and steps. He creates out of a deeply “evidenced” core of spirituality, the kind of 
yearning and awareness that speak to a need for rootedness. Brown finds it in his 
African American and African heritage. He once said that despite being 
Brooklyn-born, he felt more at home in Africa — but the chords he strums res- 
onate far beyond any sociocultural boundaries. (Rita Felciano) ~-

At the same time, it more often succeeds 
with the display than with the substance in Cabaret’s 
knowing spectacle. Seamlessly blending its realistic 
love story with a raunchy and satirical floor show, 
the story line follows an aspiring American novelist, 
Clifford Bradshaw (Cassidy Brown), who’s come to 
Berlin looking for “something to write about.” Lucky 
for him it’s 1931. Director Russell Blackwood’s lov- 
ingly detailed staging takes full advantage of the 
intimate environs of Shatgun's Ashby Stage to 
envelop the audience in the scene, turning the the- 
ater into a bawdy nightclub. Although propelled by 
its zesty chorus line, a rousing house band (music 
codirected by John Thomas and musician Dave 
Malloy), Andrea Weber’s nimble and dynamic chore- 
ography, and capable if rarely exceptional renderings 
of Kander and Ebb’s terrific cycle of songs, 
Blackwood’s production is nevertheless an uneven 
ride, and in the end surprisingly weak in its ability to 
disturb and enthrall — surprising because the pro- 
duction reflects considerable insight and artistry in 
both design and execution.

ing glee, while Sullivan’s boisterous score (superbly

Just as the 
African American community of 1940s Cleveland 
discovered itself, in part, through the disembodied 
personality and style of Bill Hawkins, the city’s first 
black DJ, a generation later, in the mid-1970s, Taylor 
began a personal journey of self-discovery by find- 
ing his own voice, otherwise known as “Allen Taylor 
and the AT Thang,” over the airwaves of his Ohio col- 
lege radio station. But from there the similarity 
grows both stranger and more complex, as his life- 
long questions to his reticent mother regarding his 
absent father’s identity finally yield the figure of the 
already married Hawkins, by then just recently 
passed away. With that painful dual moment of 
recovery and loss, Taylor and Walkin’ enter into a 
kind of dialogue with that same Bill Hawkins (now 
fully detached from any earthly quarter), approach- 
ing the shadowy figure behind the radio personality 
through a common medium, a common love of 
music, and an extended family of relationships that 
reach into an era and community shaped by some- 
thing as insubstantial yet definitive as a voice on the 
air.

But then every 
moment onstage is a battle to the finish in an improv 
tournament, where no one, beginning with the play- 
ers, knows how anything is going to work out. It’s 
exceptional fun finding out with these first-rate 
improv pros at work (or rather play) in the eight- 
week competition leading off Bay Area 
Theatresports' 20th anniversary season. The event 
is conducted and scored as an actual competition, 
and teams recelve specific challenges from the audi- 
ence, an opposing team, or judges, then create a 
story, musical, scene, or what-have-you by drawing 
ona shared lexicon of literally hundreds of theatre 
games, lightening-fast reflexes, an almost ESP-level 
fapport with teammates, and considerable powers 
of acting, mimicry, and cultural recall. A three-judge 
panel flashes scorecards for each (with the audience 
vocally rebuking unpopular decisions, and voting on 
which team rolls a very big die for extra points). 
Opening night found the Groupies (Kimberly 
MacLean, John Remak, and Rebecca Stockley) ina 
showdown with Holy S**t! (yes, they pronounce the 
asterisks and exclamation point), a Christian rock 
trio composed of John Kovacevich, Gerri Lawlor, and 
Tim Orr. Fresh ideas erupt from these people like zits 
from a teen. It’s pretty amazing, and consistently 
hilarious.

ambience — begins a bit dubiously and suffers 
somewhat from uneven casting, but soon finds focus 
and genuine intensity. A sharp four-piece band sup- 
ports musical Interludes by vocalist Ariela 
Morgenstern (singing jazzy originals as well as stan- 
dards like “T’aint Nobody's Business”) and a self-sat- 
isfied Creon crooning “I've Got the World ona 
String.” Throughout, Heaney’s limpid, mellifluous

Over the years there have been a 
number of restaurants in San 
Francisco whose menus have fea- 
tured regional, as opposed to 
national, dishes: Carta, 42°, Le 
Trou, and Square One spring imme- 
diately to mind, though all have 
departed. The catch, or proviso, typ- 
ically has been that the regions are 
Mediterranean regions. Restaurants 
that serve the foods of Asia, by con- 
trast, have often been linked to one 
nation or another: Thailand, China, 
Vietnam, India, Iraq. The excep- 
tions — Straits Café, Malacca — 
have tended to have a Singapore 
connection, Singapore being one of 
the world’s great international cities, 
a trading post for influences British, 
Portuguese, Chinese, subcontinen- 
tal, and southeast Asian. ; 
Mekong, as the name suggests, 
serves the foods of the Mekong 
River, one of the great streams of 
Asia and the world. The Mekong 
rises in the mountains of northwest 
China, flows between Myanmar 
and Laos and on through the 
Laotian capital, Vientiane, then 
becomes a long border between 
Laos and Thailand, and cuts 
through Cambodia before forming 


its delta in southern Vietnam and 
emptying into the South China Sea 
south of Saigon. On its 4,000-plus- 
mile journey (its exact length is 
uncertain, according to Wikipedia, 
because it rises in difficult terrain), 
it touches a host of culinary tradi- 
tions, and while Mekong-the- 
restaurant’s menu tilts decidedly in 
the direction of Thai, it also 
includes dishes from Tibet and 
Cambodia and features an entire 
section of “Mekong River seafood” 
(!) preparations, among them whole 
fish. And — the kicker — the 
restaurant claims to offer the 
widest variety of “Thai vegan” 
dishes in the city. 

Quite a bit of the vegan stuff 
will be familiar to anyone who's 
ever eaten in a Thai restaurant — 
and around here that would include 
just about everybody, I would 
think. Mekong turns out a fine 
green-papaya salad ($5.95), with 
the fruit shredded into linguinelike 
threads and tossed with plenty of 
lime juice (to raise the pucker fac- 
tor), crushed peanuts, lengths of 
forest-green Chinese long beans, 
and one’s preferred level of chili 
heat. We opted for medium but 
nonetheless detected a slight smoky 
haze gathering about our heads as 
we ate; caution here is recommend- 


ed. Spring rolls ($5.95) too are 


Thao Nguyen (Miss Vietnam), Brandon Nguyen, and Chanh Pham, 


agreeable, though their innards — 
silver noodles, mushrooms, cab- 
bage, carrot, scallion, and cilantro 
— are on the meek side, and salva- 
tion must be found in the thick- 
ened, sweet-salty sauce presented 
on the,side of the platter. 

Another good sauce, this one of 
peanut, appears with curry puffs 
($5.95), half-moon-shaped pockets 
of rice paper filled with minced 
chicken, sweet potato, onion, carrot, 
and curry powder and then deep- 
fried. We did not find the deep-fry- 
ing to be an occasion for joy, exactly 
(since the spring rolls were also 
deep-fried), but the curried sweet 
potato, velvety and rich, gave the 
puffs a striking character. It was as if 
they'd been stuffed with a thickened 
butternut squash soup. 

Whole fish tend to be spectacu- 
lar when plated, and Mekong’s 
grilled rainbow trout ($8.50) is no 
exception. The downside — the 
price, we might say, of the spectacle 
— is that one generally must navi- 
gate around bones, a burden light- 
ened in this instance by Mekong’s 
lively marinade (of garlic, lemon- 
grass, basil, cilantro, scallions, and 
onion) and a fine supporting cast of 
braised bok choy and crispy bits of . 
ginger. The trout itself is flaky and 
white, like cod. 

There are plenty of easier dishes _ 


to eat, among them a deeply satis- 
factory beef-basil stir-fry ($6.50), 
with plenty of garlic and julienne 
red bell pepper, and a simple but 
astonishingly tasty barbecue chicken 
($7.50) — boneless strips of leg 
meat marinated in “Thai herbs and 
spices,” grilled to a delicate golden 
char, and served with a ramekin of 
“special sauce” that struck us as 
being a relative of ponzu and nuoc 
mam, some blend of fish sauce and 
citrus or perhaps mild rice vinegar. 
Also user-friendly were the prawns 
with peanut sauce ($8.50); the crus- 
taceans had been peeled for ease of 
eaxting and were slathered in a 
moderately fiery peanut sauce. 
Underneath: bean sprouts mas- 
querading as pasta, commingled 
with carrot rectangles whose edges 
had been serrated. 

Soups, naturally, are excellent. 
Although I have never had a bad 
tom kha gai — the signature Thai 
soup of coconut milk, lemongrass, 
galangal, cilantro, and Kaffir lime 
leaves — Mekong’s version ($6.50) 
seemed to be particularly fresh, as if 
it had been given a good squeezing 
of lime before being brought to the 
table. For heft there was a wealth of 
mushroom slices and chunks of 
boneless chicken (with shrimp avail- 
able for a small surcharge). And 
Khmer silver noodle soup ($6.50) 


in téte-a-téte mode, enjoy Mekong’s Tet lunch, which might or might 
not include vegetarian satay. | GUARDIAN PHOTOS BY RORY McNAMARA 


could hardly have a lovelier name or 
a more straightforward recipe for 
success: chicken broth with nappa 
cabbage and spinach, chunks of 
boneless chicken, a kelp bed of 
translucent rice noodles, and flavor 
assistance from scallions, cilantro, 
and fried garlic. It was the sort of 
nourishing, penetrating, irresistible 
soup you would be glad to have 
brought to you on some dreary win- 
ter day when you had the sniffles. 

Inside, Mekong isn’t much to 
look at, apart from the large, mezza- 
luna shaped fans that serve as table 
dividers. There is free WiFi access 
(though we saw no one taking 
advantage of it) and, outside, the full 
chaotic glory of the Tenderloin, a 
region of Thai and Vietnamese 
restaurants and clumps of young 
men yakking at corners — streams 
of other consciousnesses bubbling at 
the edges of one’s own. SFBG

Box and bin 


Toward the close of January, one clips 
the rose bushes down to stumps and 
sets the watch for asparagus and straw- 
berries — neither of which, I must say, 
are particular favorites of mine beyond 
their role as harbingers of spring, when 
they start turning up in markets, usual- 
ly in February. At the farmers market 
on Saturday last, I was presented with 
a large cardboard box filled with good- 
ies from Capay Farm; the box was a 
chore to lug home, weighted as it was 
with red potatoes and orangey Meyer 
lemons several sizes larger than the 
golf-ballish spheres that appear on our 
little bush, but it did solve some of the 
week's issues in provision. Lemons, 
despite their sunniness, are wintry; so 
are fellow box-travelers purple broc- 
coli and Nantes carrots, bright orange 
and shapely. The box bore no whiff, 
no hint of springtime, no strawberries 
or asparagus, nothing but a reference 
(in the leaflet explaining the box’s 
contents) to the strengthening sun at 
the farm and the coming peach har- 
vest. Through a heinous oversight, I 
broke the box down and put it in the 
compost bin instead of handing it 
over for reuse. 

The sun might cast some occa- 
sional kindly rays in January, but most- 
ly it’s been rain, damp, and cold: fun- 
gus weather. Near the rose bushes, all 
over the floor of the garden, in fact, 
mushrooms have been popping up. 
Generally we pull them out and throw 
them in the compost bin too, since the 
odds that they're toxic seem unaccept- 
ably high. But recently the Chronicle 
ran a mushroom-gathering story fea- 
turing a huge color photograph of 
candy caps, which look as if they’ve 
been dipped in cinnamon powder and 
are notably undulated at the edges — 
almost exactly like the ones peeking up 
in great numbers amid the alyssum 
and near the boxwood hedge. I 
brought some in, laid them next to the 
photo, and, despite a terrible tempta- 
tion to conclude that ours are indeed 
$125-per-pound candy caps, could not 
quite decide. A common term applica- 
ble here is prudence. 

As of this writing, the mushrooms, 
having failed the lactation test (candy 
caps are supposed to ooze a milky fluid 
when the bottoms of the caps are cut) 
remain in quarantine on some paper 
towels. Their gatherer, meanwhile, 
knows he should join the Mycological 
Society of San Francisco 
(www.mssf.org), which convenes the 
third Tuesday of the month from 
September through May and presum- 
ably commands the expertise to tell 
him whether his midwinter bounty can 
safely be eaten or must, instead, join 
the box in the bin. 

But will he?

CHEAP EATS started at the cor- 
ner of Solano and the 

Alameda, in Berkeley. 

There’s a little corner 

café there called 

Jerusalem’s Organic 
Kitchen, where I was 
meeting a friend for dinner at 5:30, 
and it was going to be my new 
favorite restaurant, but first I needed 
coffee. I needed to pee, and I needed 
to kill a couple hours because it was 
only 3:30. 

These are the kinds of times 
that the Chicken Farmer lives for: a 
couple hours to kill with a good 
pen, lots of blank paper, and 
absolutely nothing in the world to 
say. And coffee, so | wandered off 
down Solano in search of my new 
favorite coffeehouse. 

The hardest hurdle to clear was 
Zachary’s Pizza without a wait, that 
time on a Monday afternoon. I had 
to twist myself up inside and wring 
out every last drop of restraint just 
to not go in and swan dive into a 
little 14-inch deep-dish appetizer 
with sausage and artichoke hearts. 

I was pretty proud of myself, 
but I was also all-the-way out of 
restraint, just like that, not even one 
block walked — so I made a mental 
note to walk back to Jerusalem's, 
when the time came, on the other 
side of the street. 

Then, in some sort of weird, 
reflexive, recharging frenzy, my 
body had a little out-of-brain expe- 
rience, veering me into a bookstore. 
While my intellect watched help- 
lessly from the sidewalk, I bought 
almost every book ever written. The 
ones they didn’t have, I ordered. 
Now I was down to an hour and a 
half, with everything in the world 
to read, nothing to say, and I still 
had to pee, only worse. 

There was Peet’s. 

There was nowhere to sit in 
Peet’s. What kind of coffeehouse is 
that? No tables at all. Just a very 
narrow counter in the window with 
a handful of stools, all taken. I 
walked all the way to the back of 
the place, looking for the coffee- 
house part of the coffeehouse, and 
it wasn't there. A sign said, No 
Public Restrooms. 

Fuck you, Peet. Next corner: 
Starbucks. 

I couldn't do it. I had restraint 
again. I was over-recharged. With 
all the restraint in the world, all the 
books, nothing to say, and having to 


pee, I said, in effect, fuck you, 
Starbucks. I was going to find a real 
coffeehouse. How hard could that 
be, on Solano Avenue in Berkeley? 

Well, when I got to Albany I was 
going to turn around and go back 
but I thought I remembered there 
being a homey little pie place a few 
blocks ahead. I can do that, I 
thought. I can sit at a counter with 
whatever time I have left, slice of pie, 
bottomless cup of Farmers Brothers. 
Use the restroom ... So I kept walk- 
ing, but the pie place was closed. 

I turned around. Must have 
missed something. There has to be 
a Mama Buzz, or a Jumpin’ Jive or 

Java Juju — but there’s not. I pil- 
grimed all the way back to 
Jerusalem’s, stopping to pee and not 
buy anything at Starbucks, and to 
pour down a cup of joe, standing 
up, at Peet's. 

My new favorite restaurant 
doesn't have coffee, just tea. The 
lamb shawarma is great. A platter 
comes with hummus and salad for 
$7.95. I wish they gave you a bigger 
piece of pita, or more smaller 
pieces. But they didn’t. I have no 
idea what it was, but the dark, spicy 
dipping sauce was delicious. 

My friend Kim got a skewer of 
chicken with couscous and salad for 
$9.95. The couscous was great, but 
the chicken was dry dry dry. 

They also do burgers and 
falafel. Everything’s organic and the 
meat’s all Niman Ranch and free- 
range and just generally happy — 
until they skewer and overcook it, 
poor chicken. 

But most importantly, 
Jerusalem’s is a fine, fun, comfort- 
able place to sit down and hang out 
for a while and talk shop and shit

Roller disco invades the Castro! :

The history of disco music was long, was glorious 
(at least early on), and arguably isn't over yet. The 
history of disco movies, on the other hand, was 
short and inglorious. There was Saturday Night 
Fever, sure. But what it inspired was a brief trail of 
theatrical stink-up that began badly with 1978's 
Thank God It Friday and ended catastrophically 
with 1980's summit meeting between the Village 
People, Bruce Jenner, and Nancy Walker, Can't 
Stop the Music. Most of these movies remain bad, 
as opposed to so bad they're good. 

An almost blanket exception, however, can be 
made for the memorably fragrant flirtations 
Hollywood had with that subgenre among sub- 
genres, the Roller Disco Movie (or RDM, for 
short). Perhaps inspired to particular giddiness by 
the inherently cinematic spectacle of flared leisure 
suits and hot-pantsed bralessness in motion, 
RDMs still smell as sweet as a late-’70s night of 
rubber wheel-burn, parking-lot pot breath, and 
fleeting frottage to the Andrea True Connection. 

Midnites for Maniacs series impresario Jesse 
Ficks is throwing his retro-trash spotlight on just 
that golden moment with a one-night-only “Disco 
Roller-Skating Extravaganza” at the Castro 
Theatre, and hands down, 1979's Roller Boogie is 
the campsterpiece of the program. It stars erst- 
while li’l Exorcist devil Linda Blair (very grown- 
up, and grown out) as a Beverly Hills rich girl 
who wants to hang with the cool kids at Venice 
Beach. As she says to her snooty mother, “I don't 
wanna be a concert violinist! That’s a drag! That's 


a bummer!” You tell that bitch! 

No, what Linda really wants is to express her- 
self at Pop’s roller rink, partnering real-life roller- 
skating champion (and understandably never- 
seen-again first-time actor) Jim Bray. Too bad the 
rink is in danger of being shut down by bad guys. 
Landing somewhere between Brady Bunch 
episode, pedophile fantasia, and late-1950s 
American International Pictures youthsploitation 
classic, Roller Boogie is truly heck on wheels. 

Less fun in inverse proportion to its higher 
budget, 1980's Xanadu has blandroid Olivia 
Newton-John as a mythological Greek muse who 
comes to life to help a Venice Beach artist, played 
by hunky Michael Beck, who later noted, “The 
Warriors opened a lot of doors for me — which 
Xanadu then closed.” Luckier was director Robert 
Greenwald, since reincarnated as a respected doc- 
umentary muckraker (Wal-Mart: The High Cost of 
Low Price, Outfoxed). Gene Kelly shows up, twin- 
kle-eyed, passing the torch to a new era of great 
Hollywood musicals. 

That twinkle must have hurt. But hey, if you 
like your actors outlined by a nimbus of DayGlo 
postproduction neon, this is your flick. 

The evening's rarity is 1979’s Skatetown, 
U.S.A., billed as “The Rock and Roller Disco 
Movie of the Year!” (The people behind Roller 
Boogie must have taken great offense.) What a 
cast: top-billed rodent Scott Baio, Flip Wilson 
(occasionally as drag alter-ego Geraldine), a slut- 
ted-up Marcia Brady (a.k.a. Maureen 
McCormick) making out with Horshack (a.k.a. 
Ron Palillo), Little House-er Melissa Sue 
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Michael Almereyda scopes out William 


Eggleston’s view

The first moments of William Eggleston in 
the Real World are deliberately mysterious. 
The acclaimed photographer prowls a dark 
street, pointing his camera into store win- 
dows. Cars audibly whiz by in the back- 
ground. Just when it starts to get uncom- 
fortable, director Michael Almereyda’s self- 
conscious voice-over kicks in. Suddenly 
we're up to speed (Eggleston is on assign- 
ment, snapping Gus Van Sant’s Kentucky 
hometown), and the ensuing interlude in a 
taqueria (decorated with a sad-looking 
cardboard stand-up of Humphrey Bogart, 
which Eggleston immediately focuses on) 
has enough context to make it no weirder 
than it already is. 

Ten minutes in, we get the obligatory 
history of Eggleston, including his land- 
mark 1976 Museum of Modern Art exhibit 
— a critically reviled show dubbed “perfect- 
ly boring” by the New York Times. Of 
course, perceptions have changed. 
Almereyda (whose previous films include 
Nadja and the Ethan Hawke Hamlet) 
quotes Eggleston as saying, “I am at war 
with the obvious,” and the artist’s singular 
way of capturing the everyday is undeni- 
able: drive-in signs, the inside of an empty 
oven, and the gazes of ordinary people all 
become what Almereyda accurately 


describes as “mysteries hiding in plain 
sight.” 

The photos may be fascinating, but 
Eggleston himself is just as intriguing — a 
hard-drinking player in horn-rims whose 
speech rarely rises above a mutter. At times, 
the doc captures so much of Eggleston's 
personal life that it becomes almost embar- 
rassing; other moments careen into the sur-_ 
real, as when Eggleston's drunk gal-pal slurs 
about elephants while “Shiny Happy 
People” blares on the stereo. 

Almereyda rarely engages his subject in 
direct interviews (and thankfully avoids 
talking-head art experts); the closest he 
comes is filming Eggleston during a 
postlecture Q&A at the Getty Museum. 
And there’s a reason for that: Near the end 
of the film, as the pair sit in a Memphis 
BBQ joint, Almereyda presses Eggleston, 
attempting to tease out a deeper, emotional 
reaction. “You can't really talk [about art],” 
the photographer explains with trademark 
curtness. “It doesn’t make any sense.” SFBG

Nations, like corporations, cannot 
logically be said to have “personali- 
ties,” but if you did have to dress 
one up and give it a leading role, 
you might hand the part to Daniel 
Auteuil. The perfectly self-satisfied 
pot belly poking from an upright, 
unselfconscious torso connected to 
the kind of stone face that obstructs 
emotion and deflects accusation, 
Auteuil — as literary-critic-under- 
duress Georges Laurent in Michael 
Haneke’s new chiller, Caché 
(Hidden) — perfectly embodies a 
country, any country, clothing itself 
in victimization so it can numbly 
march itself off to war. 

Georges, a TV talk show figure- 
head used to controlling his own 
image, is the executive branch of a 


family that finds its life suddenly, 
creepily, observed, a fact that 
Georges and his wife, Anne 
(Juliette Binoche), discover inside a 
plastic bag left at their doorstep. 
What we, the audience, see as the 
beginning of the film is one of 
Haneke’s trademark fixed shots — a 
clear, plain view of an unremarkable 


, home in an upper-middle class 


neighborhood in Paris. What we 
don't realize until the image breaks 
down into fast-forward and rewind 
modes and two extradiegetic voices 
replace the twittering birds in the 
soundscape, is that we're not watch- 
ing the movie, but a movie — a tape 
given to the now-worried Georges 


-and Anne that features nothing but 


... themselves. 

Haneke has enjoyed placing his 
bourgeois characters in difficult situ- 
ations (see also “apocalypse,” “sado- 


- masochism,” “rape,” “torture,” and 


“murder” in films from the Euro- 
productions Time of the Wolfand The 
Piano Teacher on back to his Austrian 
filmmaking roots). So you'd expect, 
early on, that the convivial ritual of 
dining with friends inside the well- 
rigged home, each wall crammed 
with books, or videos, or booze, will 
soon become very, very dark. Dimly 
lit interstitials, car alarms, Haneke’s 
lingering camera set the mood. But 
the director’s well-honed habit of 
withholding information also serves 
this plot incredibly well. As the 
videos — and accompanying creepy 
cards, which feature childlike draw- 
ings of blood, chickens, faces — 
increase in intensity, we know less 
about what might be motivating 
them than Georges thinks he does. 
Soon he'll be asked by a congress of 
his wife, his boss, and his increasing- 
ly alienated son for explanations he 
doesn't feel like offering. So Georges 
strips the enlightened literary critic 
facade and tries to hunt down his 
harasser himself. 


It’s no accident that Haneke 
peppers Georges’ quest with the 
language of the first world’s latest 
war — Georges is trying to find out 
who is “terrorizing” his family. If, he 
tells his wife, they admit they are 
afraid, or if he admits he might 
hold any blame, he believes they'd 
be “acting exactly as he [the terror- 
ist] wants.” When he finally faces 
down his supposed tormenter, the 
man, sad, subdued, wearily explains, 
“Kicking my ass won't leave you any 
wiser about me.” 

But here’s a spoiler you don't 
need me to spell out: It’s Georges 
who will squirm. What he is actual- 
ly forced to face, but refuses, is his 
own guilty conscience. What 
nation-state ever has? Haneke 
weaves into the story France’s once- 
suppressed history of a 1961 protest 
in which hundreds of Algerians 
were killed, some drowned: 
Georges’ parents were going to 
adopt the son of their workers, who 
died at the protest. But a.jealous 
Georges, age six, tells lies that make 


them send the boy to an orphanage 
instead. “What wouldn't we do not 
to lose what’s ours?” the grown man 
now asks Georges. Just like 
Haneke’s final image, another lin- 
gering, long-shot look at a scene 
with puzzling implications, it’s a 
question that only opens up many 
more. SFBG

at its moment of birth. Yet it’s kind of great. 
Director William A. Levey is at his peak (in 
the wake of Blackenstein, Wham Bam Thank 
You Spaceman, and Happy Hooker Goes to 
Washington), and Don Morgan's gleaming 
cinematography lets the lights bounce off the 
buffed wooden rink floor. Everybody looks 
good. What more did disco culture ever 
require?

>) | DRAMA Steven Soderbergh’s unpredictability in mixing up mainstream 
and noncommercial projects has stayed a virtue, at least in theory, even 
when his efforts in both directions fall flat (see: Ocean's Twelve and Solaris). But 
there’s nothing theoretical about the virtues of Bubdle, the first of six planned 
low-budget, high definition—shot features he plans to release simultaneously to 
theaters, on DVD, and on cable TV. Bubble is a movie that would never, ever get 
that level of exposure if it weren't made by a famous guy with clout — and more 
power to Soderbergh for both making it and getting it out there. With a cast of 
nonprofessional actors from the Belpre, Ohio, area where the film is set, it’s a 
slice of working-class life as stark as the most austere Robert Bresson or Aki 
Kaurismiki. Heavyset, 40-ish Martha (Debbie Doebereiner) and much younger 
high school dropout-stoner Kyle (Dustin James Ashley) are coworkers at a doll 
factory. They're also good friends, united by bleak circumstances typical to their 
small town: low pay, no savings, still living with parents (her elderly invalid dad, 
his divorced mom), limited-to-zilch romantic prospects, and little hope of posi- 
tive change. A jarring shift occurs with the arrival of new coworker Rose (Misty 
Dawn Wilkins). A pretty, slender single mom, Rose instantly attracts Kyle, 
whose prior dating career has no doubt been curtailed by his history of anxiety 
attacks. Beyond any unspoken jealousy issues, however, Martha fast recognizes 
Rose’s banal but still galling character flaws — she’s a user, a liar, and a petty 
thief without conscience. Midway though this scrupulously everyday yet riveting 
narrative, something of a violent, melodramatic nature occurs. (The film’s pub- 
licity materials give it away, but I won't.) What ensues isn't surprising in who- 
dunnit terms but does capture just how deep some apparently still waters run. 
Particularly if you've spent time in the Midwest, these characters will be startling 
for their familiarity, credibility, and seldom seen—ness in popular media. Bubble 
isn't perfect. But it does underline how seldom movies really pay attention to the 
rhythms of truly average American lives. While that might sound like a pre- 
scription for pure boredom, Soderbergh’s own striking cinematography is one 
major reason why these terse 73 minutes are anything but. Robert Pollard of 
Guided by Voices contributes a couple of songs. (Dennis Harvey)

After Innocence For proof that television 

is overwhelmingly a right-wing medium, 
one need only contemplate the manner in 
which DNA evidence is cited in the glut of true 
crime shows that crowd A&E, CourtTV, and 
other networks. Almost without fail, DNA is 
shown being used to convict the guilty. It is 
presented as proof that the legal system — 
with scientific help — is just and right. Jessica 
Sanders’s new film, After Innocence, is devot- 
ed to the kind of true-life stories you probably 
won't find on Cold Case Files. The DNA evi- 
dence here exonerates men who have been 
sentenced to life, men who've already spent 
decades in prison on false charges. With this 
type of subject matter, Sanders can't help 
making an emotionally affecting movie. But 
After Innocence also looks beyond the 
entwined grief and relief in these men’s lives 
to the bullheadedness of the system that put 
them there. For example, in the case of at 
least one of the film's subjects, a prosecutor 
continually refutes seemingly irrefutable evi- 
dence because he can’t face up to the fact 
that he made a mistake at trial. I've read 
reviews of After Innocence that complain that 
Sanders doesn’t stick to her theme — that 
her dedication to these men’s lives after 
imprisonment wavers, giving way to an 
advert-like portrait of prisoner’s aid group the 
Innocence Project. These complaints form a 
too-literal view of Sanders’s title. After 
Innocence is by no means perfect, but its 
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name refers not only to the lives of those 
exonerated but also — and just as crucially 
— to the actions of the criminal justice sys- 
tem. (1:35) Act | and II, Opera Plaza. (Huston) 
The Best of Youth Italian director Marco 
Tullio Giordana’s epic drama finally 
reaches American theaters nearly two years 
after its acclaimed European release. With 
this generational tale of two brothers, 
Giordana has crafted what is arguably the 
best foreign film in recent memory. Beginning 
in 1966 and reaching the present day, Best of 
Youth follows the storybook tale of the 
Caratis, Nicola and Matteo, whose lives and 
loves mirror the major social and political 
crises that have marred the picturesque 
Italian landscape over the past half century. 
Best of Youth is as much a historical retro- 
spective of Italy’s self-destructive past and a 
critique of the forces that have guided it, as it 
is a family drama. Not unlike Once upon a 
Time in America, Best of Youth is an ambi- 
tious film whose scope and length offer a 
complexity and depth rarely achieved in cine- 
ma. Even with countless characters and a 
near six-hour length, the strong performances 
and powerful story will leave you pining for 
more.

Mountain's succinct pitch — “the gay 
cowboy movie” — may be accurate enough, 
but it’s really too simple a tag to hang on Ang 
Lee’s gorgeous film.

>| Capote Truman Capote'’s life resists easy 
summary, so it’s appealing that the first 
Hollywood biopic on the author ignores formu- 
la and turns one agonizing chapter of his life 
into an opportunity for an essay. Though 
Capote is based on the 1988 Gerard Clarke 
biography, Bennett Miller’s film actually has a 
lot more in common with Janet Malcolm's 
1990 The Journalist and the Murderer (a rela- 
tionship the filmmakers also acknowledge). It’s 
not so much a story of Capote (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman) as the illustration of the question 
Malcolm so artfully dodged: What, really, do 


journalists owe their subjects? In this case, 
what did the glittering Capote owe the two 
killers who lent him their life stories for his 
nonfiction “novel”? Hints of the hundred sepa- 
rate movies that could be made from Capote’s 
life emerge in key details: The scarf he rattles 
like a saber in Kansas’s cop HQ calls to mind 
the family warfare that accompanied his grow- 
ing up gay in the "30s and "40s; the bottle of 
booze he doesn’t seem to leave home without 
foreshadows a grim decline. This film makes a 
wonderful habit of entering ensemble scenes 
midsentence, creating a verité feel without the 
sea-sickening camera, and it's hard to find 
fault with the casting: Catherine Keener, gently 
butch as the conscience of the film, Harper 
Lee, nails Capote’s alter ego and “research 
assistant,” hired for her ability to steward the 
writer into Holcomb, Kan.’s housewives’ hearts.

Coachella If there’s a bad word to be said 

about the SoCal music festival that’s 
taken over a polo field one weekend for the 
last six years, you won't find it spoken (or 
sung) in Drew Thomas’s documentary. The 
mission here may be partly self-promotion, but 
Coachella has earned the right to pat itself on 
the back. As Beck (one among several musi- 
cians who show up here as fans rather than 
performers), says the event does a fair job of 
bringing together “pretty much everything 
that’s happening in music at the moment” — 
the good stuff, that is, with an emphasis on 
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adventurous-but-accessible acts ignored by 
commercial radio and TV. Of course, you can’t 
please all the people all the time; personally, | 
found Prodigy’s number an excellent opportu- 
nity to use the bathroom — and Bright Eyes’ 
Conor Oberst couldn't be any more deliberate- 
ly pathetic if he sucked his thumb and 
clutched a security blanket. On the plentiful 
plus side there are dynamic segments with Nu 
Mark and Cut Chemist and the White Stripes; 
entertainingly theatrical ones from 
Fischerspooner, Polyphonic Spree, and Flaming 
Lips; and impressive displays of star magnet- 
ism by Bjork, Morrissey, and an on-fire Iggy 
Pop. Plus, Radiohead, Kool Keith, Arcade Fire, 
Spearhead, Belle and Sebastian, Chemical 
Brothers, etc., etc. Momentum occasionally 
flags during these two hours, with tepid song 
choices from some worthy acts (Pixies, Red 
Hot Chili Peppers). But the excellent camera- 
work and editing allow very few dull moments, 
and there are some great side bits — like the 
crosscutting between Saul Williams’ activist 
zeal and eternal spoilsport Noel Gallagher, who 
smirkingly proclaims that a belief in using 
music for anything beyond “purely entertain- 
ment purposes” is very naive.

Smaller tykes who're expecting 
Madagascar-type shenanigans and song 
stylings may be less than impressed, but older 
children (and their parents, as well as anyone 
without spawn who happens to enjoy a beau- 
tifully shot nature yarn) will have no trouble 
warming to Duma’s charms.

End of the Spear On the winged heels of The 
Chronicles of Narnia and The Passion of the 
Christ comes the Jerry Falwell-endorsed indie 
venture End of the Spear. Not looking for a 
religious experience at the multiplex? Then 
this based-on-a-true-story drama is probably 
not for you. In 1956, five white missionaries in 
Ecuador were killed by a notoriously fierce 
indigenous tribe. A few years later, a sister 
and several wives of the slain men made con- 
tact with the tribe, eventually teaching them 
how to live without violence and converting 
them to Christianity. On the plus side, the film 
makes a strong statement about how peace 
and forgiveness can win out over bloody 
vengeance. Of course, there’s also the icky, 
native-people-losing-their-culture angle, 
explained away by portraying said culture as 
so unbelievable abhorrent that God-following 
is the only sane way out. The-Jesus message 
is actually downplayed somewhat — this ain’t 
The Passion (in more ways than one: 
Cinematically speaking, Spear is pretty ho- 
hum.) Interestingly, though, the film's biggest- 
name star is Chad Allen — a former teen 
dream who is today very much out and proud. 
His presence suggests there must have been 
at least one open mind involved in the making 
of End of the Spear. That fact alone, if noth- 
ing else, deserves a tiny amen.

In 
need of a subject for a student film, Arlyck 
turned his camera on his four-year-old 
upstairs neighbor.

In 1994, Arlyck — a career filmmaker who 
returned to the East Coast in 1969 — got to 
wondering himself, so he headed to the Bay 
Area to reunite with his subject. Following 
Sean shadows the adult Sean (now a remark- 
ably even-tempered electrician) for 10 more 
years. As Arlyck explores the unusually pro- 
nounced generation gaps in Sean’s family (his 
father is still a work-averse hippie, while his 
his grandparents were prominent San 
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Francisco communists), he also weaves his 
own life and family into the film, adding a 
deeply personal dimension to an already 
intriguing story.

Gay Sex In the 70s Both entertaining and a 
tad exasperating, Joseph F. Lovett’s documen- 
tary chronicles some high-profile gay pioneer 
days in an outstanding example of “Well, 
aren’t we the center of the universe?” chau- 
vinism. This perspective is why it's not more 
accurately called Mostly White Gay Male Sex 
in Manhattan and on Fire Island in the '70s 
but simply Gay Sex in the 70s — as if other,

non-A-list gay life scarcely mattered. 
Chronicling the orgiastic joys and excesses of 
post-Stonewall, pre-AlDS NYC, the movie does 
duly remind younger folk that they missed the 
really good times — or so our elders do keep 
reminding, But so much of this material is 
already familiar from other, better, more bal- 
anced chronicles.

Glory Road University of Kentucky fans may 
want to give Glory Road a pass. But everyone 
else who enjoys cheering courtside will have a 
ball (ahem) with Glory Road, which grafts the 
glossy trappings of a Jerry Bruckheimer pro- 
duction (including endless pop songs) onto a 
doozy of a true story. In 1966 the blip-on-the- 
map Texas Western basketball team made it 
to the NCAA tournament finals — a circum- 
stance amazing enough to constitute movie 
fodder, compounded by the fact that the 
starting lineup was comprised entirely of 
African Americans, a first at the time. Instead 
of working the Hoosiers angle (coach in need 
of redemption, blah blah), Glory Road focuses 
on the players, embodied by a talented cast 


(Derek Luke, Mehcad Brooks, and Al Shearer 
among them) who make the most of their 
sketched-in individual story lines. More impor- 
tant, all of the teammates — black and white 
— have an easygoing, natural rapport, which 
renders the film’s civil rights themes particu- 
larly heartfelt. Though there are no last- 
minute twists, a la Friday Night Lights, Glory 
Road's game scenes are still pretty exciting, 
especially when Coach Don Haskins (Josh 
Lucas, saddled with quite a bit of cliche-rid- 
den dialogue) lets his players dunk a little.

Were he alive 
today, Murrow would no doubt have additional 
thoughts about the 21st-century version of 
“this weapon”; in particular he’d probably take 
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issue with the 24-hour-news culture, which 
favors sensational nuggets over in-depth sto- 
ries. Good Night is a Murrow biopic of sorts, 
but it focuses on the specific events sur- 
rounding March 9, 1954, when Murrow’s See /t 
Now program dared to take on Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy at the height of the Red Scare. 
Director Clooney takes his cue from this 
moment in television history, using real film 
clips and plucking Murrow’s on-air dialogue 
from transcripts. The result is a period- 
authentic, eerily resonant snapshot of a time 
when national security issues could trump the 
rights of individuals, and fear kept most 
Americans woefully silent.

Hoodwinked One of the first independently 
made CG cartoon features, this “Little Red 
Riding Hood” take-off gropes toward the 
examples of Shrek and Shark Tale, adopting 
their use of celebrity casts and flip in-jokes 
for adults. Beginning near the fairy tale’s end, 
with the Big Bad Wolf (Patrick Warburton) 
waiting for Red (Anne Hathaway) after having 
tied up Granny (Glenn Close), Hoodwinked 
deconstructs the familiar story into conflicting 
Rashomon-style accounts and cleverly inte- 
grates them to reveal a mystery tale ending in 
a Bond—Mission Impossible parody climax. The 
graphics are mostly smooth — though the 
human characters resemble perky garden 
gnomes — but it would be unfair to hold them 
to the Pixar-standard (or budget). As expected 
from its influences, Hoodwinked’s humor is 
mostly derived from adult self-congratulation 


at the expense of the fairy tale — and chil- 
dren.

But that film’s sense of 
palpable humanity imperiled by a compassion- 
free sadist merits a Nobel Peace Prize along- 
side this incredibly sleazy and crass 
feature from writer-director Eli Roth. More 
technically polished and tonally consistent 
than Cabin Fever, it’s a rancid vat of xenopho- 
bia, misogyny, homophobia, and violence 
that’s enthusiastically gruesome and cruel 
without demonstrating the slightest knack for 
atmosphere or suspense. Jay Hernandez and 
Derek Richardson play collegiate Yanks tour- 
ing the Old World less for cultural education 
than for a Girls Gone Wild go Euro experience 
The noxious yet uncritically viewed frat-boy 
duo (along with Eythor Gudjonsson as an 
equally party-hearty Icelander) are lured from 
Amsterdam to Slovakia by a stranger's prom- 
ise of “so much pussy, and because of the war 
(?!?) there are no guys” at a remote, off-guide 
hostel.

at a special screening on Thursday, February 2 
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and listen carefully...what is the message?

The New World The John Smith— 

Pocahontas romance has long been a cor- 
nerstone of America’s mythical landscape. Their 
doomed love speaks to how this paradise was 
won and then lost. It is a story that Terrence 
Malick — a writer-director whose work has 
always sloped toward myth and, in The Thin Red 
Line, epic poetry — has wanted to tap for 
decades and finally does in his strange new film 
In The New World, Malick seems to have sacri- 
ficed clarity and control for the sake of specta- 
cle. Still, he retains his formidable talent for 
grounding his characters in a specific geogra- 
phy, and he remains refreshingly concerned with 
their interiority. Few movie characters have 
souls as deep as Malick’s. The writer-director’s 
movies are all marked by a stark tension 
between hyperrealism and voice-over-laden 
stylization (a muted style being no less a style 
than a flashy one). So if The New Worldis a fas- 
cinating failure — with brilliant flourishes 
weighing against strained seriousness and mud- 
dled lyricism — and if the writer-director has 
finally stumbled, it proves what one might have 
guessed all along: that a Malick failure is many 
times more interesting than an average film- 
maker’s success, (2:15) 1000 Van Ness, 
Century 20, Presidio, Shattuck.

The 
conversation is brilliant; the hors d’oeuvres 
are superb. But a slightly dazzled inebriation 
wears off too soon, leaving the viewer sober 
and unsated.

>>| Syriana Inspired by Robert Baer’s See No 
Evil: The True Story of a Ground Soldier in 
the CIA's War on Terrorism, Syriana is a gen- 
uinely political thriller. It’s an elaborate fiction 
very much in the mode of Traffic, writer-direc- 
tor Stephen Gaghan’s last screenplay, but bet- 
ter, with a more self-effacing directorial style 
and less distracting star personalities. A 
paunched-out, credibly weary George Clooney 
plays CIA agent Bob, who facilitates speedy 
deaths for inconvenient people in the oil-rich 
Near East. His promised final assignment 
before desk-job retirement is to eliminate 
Prince Nasir (Alexander Siddig), an emir’s ide- 
alistic heir apparent who dares to give new 
drilling rights to the highest bidder — a 
Chinese concern —rather than to a Texas 
conglomerate. Meanwhile, Washington, DC, 
attorney Bennett Holiday (Jeffrey Wright) is 
expected to provide the Justice Department 
with enough evidence of corruption to punish 
the Texas corporation for some past dealings 
— but not enough to disrupt business as 
usual. American energy analyst Bryan 
Woodman (Matt Damon) becomes a close ally 
of the prince after a tragic accident pushes 
them together. And way down the economic 
totem pole, abruptly fired young energy-field 
grunt workers Wasim (Mazhar Munir) and 
Farooq (Sonnell Dadral) find moral enlighten- 
ment and some dangerous ideological zeal 
under a fundamentalist recruiter’s wing. Apart 
from an occasional overblown speech, Syriana 
is engrossing, intelligent, well acted, and rele- 
vant enough to be the thinking lefty’s movie of

(some) actors who wait. Felicity Huffman’s 
work in various media was steady but little- 
noticed until Desperate Housewives caused 
instant celebrity. Her new status no doubt 
anned critical-buzz flames around her very 
solid if unspectacular performance in this fair- 
ly solid but decidedly unspectacular indie 
drama. She plays Bree, formerly Stanley, 
Osbourne, a pre-op MTF transsexual who's 
dowdily Marian the Librarian rather than sexi- 
y superfemme. On the brink of final surgery, 
the LA transplant is improbably told by thera- 
pist Elizabeth Pena she won't be truly “ready” 
unless she deals with one remnant of mascu- 
ine life unknown until just now: Teenage son 
Toby (Kevin Zegers). Arrested as a prostitute 
in NYC, he’s somehow tracked down Bree as a 
bail source, unaware that, well, she’s his 
father. They-wind up making a coast-to-coast 
“transformative journey” that’s uneven and 
anecdotal and funny-sad in fairly pat ways. 
The movie’s earnestness reels off balance in 
the third act, when its protagonists meet the 
conservative-Christian parents Bree is 
estranged from — with Fionnula Flanagan 
caricaturing the gorgon mother, While 
Huffman is fine in a role that (especially as 
cast with a woman) can’t help but scream 
“award bait,” Air Bud franchise survivor 
Zegers is equally impressive. Together they 
anchor a film that, as written and directed by 
Duncan Tucker, is pleasant and well-inten- 
tioned but somewhat pedestrian.

Tristan and Isolde The Dark Ages’ own Romeo 
and Juliet get their big-screen due in this 
mostly entertaining film, long a pet project of 
Ridley Scott's. Alas, he takes a producing role 
as Kevin Reynolds (Robin Hood: Prince of 
Thieves) directs. Swordplay, trap-door 
intrigue, and back-stabbing (sometimes liter- 
ally) play out against glamorously grimy back- 
drops of castles and Roman ruins; of course, 
there’s also a love story, a seriously ill-fated 
match-up between the dreamiest lass in 
Ireland (Sophia Myles) and the dreamiest war- 
rior in England (James Franco). Reynolds 
keeps the sides of the stories pretty evenly 
balanced; for every fireside tryst, there's at 
least one beheading or maiming. Tristan and 
Isolde works for the most part — and, 
refreshingly enough, refrains from adding any 
“modern” touches to the ancient story. 
Overall, though, it’s pretty MOR. It never 
achives the artful brutality of, say, Scott's 
Gladiator; it also lacks the kinds of elements 
that made Robin Hood such a memorable, 
medieval cheesefest. Most egregiously, the 
villains — who should be the coolest thing 
going here; it’s the Dark Ages, man! — are 
disappointingly ho-hum.

The White Countess The final Merchant-lvory 
collaboration (producer Ismail Merchant died 
last May) is one of their middling efforts. It’s 
an opulent period piece, beautifully visualized 
(shot by Christopher Doyle) and astutely cast, 
but without a great deal of narrative drive or 
involvement — somewhat surprising since the 
screenplay is an original by novelist Kazuo 
Ishiguro, whose adapted Remains of the Day 
was perhaps the last really good Merch-lvory 
feature. Natasha Richardson plays the wid- 
owed Countess Sofia Belinsky, whose aristo- 
cratic family has fallen far since the Czar’s 
ouster and Bolshevism’s triumph rendered 
them penniless refugees. In 1936 they live in 
a squalid Shanghai flat, where she supports a 
young daughter and various relatives by work- 
ing as a taxi dancer in sleazy nightclubs. 
imperious in-laws Olga (Lynn Redgrave) and 
Greshenka (Madeleine Potter) treat her as a 
shamefully fallen woman — never mind that 
Sofia’s labors are the only thing keeping them 
fed and sheltered. More sympathetic, but inef- 
fectual and slightly senile, are Aunt Sara 
(Vanessa Redgrave) and Uncle Peter (John 
Wood). A good deed Sofia performs for like- 
wise-widowed, accident-blinded, former 
American diplomat Jackson (Ralph Fiennes) 
pays dividends when he raises funds to open 
his dreamed-of “perfect nightclub,” calling it 
the White Countess and duly hiring her to act 
as its elegant hostess-slash-figurehead. As 
they ever-so-slowly (too slowly, in fact) realize 
their relationship ought be more than profes- 


sional, obstacles arise, including his escalating 
alcoholism, her continued family grievances, 
and the rising threat of a Japanese invasion 
that may be somehow connected to Jackson’s 


Arthur Miller), as well as static shots of 
Cartier-Bresson’s photos and drawings, 
Bitler’s film is nowhere near as visually stun- 
ning as the art it chronicles. However, it offers 


insight into the artistic process by document- 
ing a man who approached photography with 
one simple directive: “to seize the moment.”

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Mating season

BEING THERE Whoever designated “the 
birds and the bees” as our official 
euphemism for conyentional sex 

education was most certainly 
scammed. Many birds do put 
on a good show of monogamy, 
but that’s just to. get their G rating; 
DNA testing’s proved infidelity is not exactly 
rare in many bird species. And the bees, who 
drop the pollen they picked up who knows 
where on who knows what blossom, wouldn't 
pass muster at any contemporary sperm bank. 
And you don't have to stand next to the trench 
coat staring at the zoo’s horny baboons to know 
that nature is kinky. If you don’t want to de the 
trench coat at the zoo, it’s best to take your 
voyeurism, and your binoculars, out to the near- 
est patch of protected wilderness. 

This time of year, when the relentless green 
of Christmas window displays gives way to the 
blood-red hearts of Valentine’s Day, I take my 
lessons in love from the northern elephant seals 
of Point Reyes. No hearts and flowers here, just 
the brutal-sounding bellows of 4,000-pound 
animals at their beach rookery, where breeding 
and braying go down December through 
March. 

It’s said you can hear the males’ bellows 
from a mile away — and you might think you're 
hearing a car accident as you walk up from the 
nearest parking lot to Elephant Seal Overlook, 
near the trailhead to Chimney Rock above 
Drakes Bay. That racket is the Hells Angels of 
the seal world, fighting for dominance over the 
other males to win the pleasure of mating with 
an entire harem. What would you do to mate 
with an entire harem? Conversely, what would 
you do not to have to mate with an entire 
harem? Only a tiny percentage — something 
like 1 in 100 — will get the opportunity. An 
adventurous few of the rest will try to sneak in 
while the dominant dozes off. And those that 
do get lucky do not get by on charm: Giant, ele- 
phantlike snouts and crusty chests announce 
their eligibility for alpha status, which they win, 
Lucha Libre style, by tiring their opponent into 
submission. Blows to the neck, and even blood, 
are not uncommon. 

If you have a small child along, hand them 
the binoculars: They won't be able to see a 
thing, but will pretend they've mastered the 
viewing technique. As they're grappling with the 
focus, pipe in the Disney soundtrack and 
implant whatever age-appropriate sex-in-society 
message you see fit, using the elephant seals as 
your guide. For instance, you might teach the 
value of industry versus sloth. To the untrained 
eye, the elephant seals seem to be enjoying 
themselves lying around on the beach. But what 
they're really doing is starving themselves nearly 
to death as they complete a self-sacrificing year-

ly cycle of activities such as (for females) giving 
birth, nursing, mating with a neck-biting male, 
and (for all) establishing pecking orders before 
heading back to the water for another nine 
months of fresh seafood. : 

Conveniently for the underage, elephant 
seals have developed their own “stork delivery” 
cover story: The only way you might notice a 
new pup’s arrival is by the gathering of seagulls 
around it. No need to mention that they're there 
to chow down on the afterbirth; just say they 
delivered the baby. I advise also. skipping the 
part where, after four short weeks, the pups 
wean themselves of delicious 50-percent-fat seal 
milk and the mothers abandon them. (Good 
luck getting past the sharks!) Instead offer up a 
happy ending: Northern elephant seal pups, 
hunted to near extinction in the early 20th cen- 
tury, have returned to a population of more than 
150,000 today (cue the uplifting classical 
music). ; 

For the more NC-17 version of nature, try 
returning in late summer for the tule elk (anoth- 
er regenerative success story); their rutting sea- 
son runs July through November, and their 
antlers are fearsome. They're hard to miss along 
Sir Francis Drake, but check with the National 
Park Service for the best elk-spotting zones. 
And don’t forget the gray whales (best views at 
Chimney Rock and the Lighthouse; southern 
migration peak mid-January, northern migration 
peak mid-March; mothers and calves come 
closer to shore in late April and early May). 
Though you may not see much action aside 
from minor blow-hole explosions, keep in mind 
that these whales are headed down to Baja not 
to meet cute like penguins, but to gather in 
mysterious groups of two to six for what could 
only be described as an orgy. SFBG

John Hillcoat and Nick Cave have collaborated on numerous 
projects. Cave contributed to the scores of Hillcoat’s bleak 
prison drama Ghosts... of the Civil Dead and his jungle set 
thriller To Have and to Hold, while Hillcoat directed a number 
of Nick Cave and the Bad Seeds videos.

Yes, Sergeant Stedenko finally busted Tommy Chong. But it 
wasn't a kilo of Maui Wowie that took him down, or even a van 
made entirely of marijuana. In early 2003, the stoner comedy 
icon was charged for manufacturing bongs. That's right! 
Bongs, man! Josh Gilbert's funny, breezy doc follows the case 
for some two years, exposing the absurdity of U.S. Attorney 
General John Ashcroft’s revivedgwar on drugs, while growing 
into acharming profile of the Canadian half of the comedy duo 
Cheech. and Chong. 


Under Operation Pipe Dreams - a ridiculous attempt to clamp 
down on the drug paraphernalia industry - a total of fifty-five 
individuals were indicted on federal charges. Chong was 
the big catch, receiving a nine-month prison sentence - the 
harshest punishment in the operation. In the sentencing 
memorandum, prosecutors cited Chong'!s movies as 
“glamorizing the illegal use and distribution of marijuana and 
trivializing law-enforcement efforts to combat drug use.” He 
was charged with selling bongs, but Tommy Chong seems to 
have ultimately gone to jail for making 1978’s Up in Smoke. 


With the Bush administration recently applying a strange dose 
of stoner logic (smoking dope = supporting terrorism) to their 
war on drugs, a/k/a Tommy Chong offers a timely reminder 
of the assault on civil liberties currently being endured by 
American citizens.

Cegavske studied painting and film at San Francisco Art 
Institute and graduated from there in 1993. She began work 
on “Blood Tea and Red String” in June of 1993 (without 
external funding) and completed this monumental project 13 
years later. Much of the film was produced in San Francisco, 
including a stint in the mid-90s animating at the Werepad. 
She’s worked on projects for The Oxygen Network, the Disney 
Channel, Fox and others, but is best known to IndieFest 
audiences for creating the disturbing animated dream 
sequences in last year’s Opening film, Asia Argento's The 
Heart is Deceitful Above All Things.

Lonnie Frisbee was a young hippie immersed in the 1960s 
counter culture when he encountered God while on acid.

Lonnie Frisbee provided the charismatic spark that launched 
the Calvary Chapel church into a worldwide ministry.

But he was homosexual, Eventhough he sparked two of the 
largest evangelical denominations in the last thirty years, he 
was treated with contempt throughout his career because 
of his sexuality.

YEAR is the narrative debut from documentary filmmaker Mike 
Carroll, who-was driven by a desire to “make a film that (he) 
would want to watch.” 


The story begins, simply enough, at the end of a calendar 
year. Preparations are being made for a New Year's Eve party. 
The annual gathering is quickly revealed to be a stiff formality 
where the lovers and relations of the four sisters Stone 
gather to bid the passing of the year, hopefully before their 
undeniably alcoholic matriarch-mother passes out. 


Every sister was fathered by someone else, and all have 
keenly different stories . The incurable wild-child, the 
successful business-minded, the aging singer now living the 
Martha Stewart life (and married to her philandering writer 
husband, who seems to bed everyone from his sisters-in-law 
to his students), and the closeted lesbian, who lives with and 
looks after their dying mother. 


Though the recap may smart of soap opera entanglements; 
the cinematic feat that is YEAR shares with us captivating 
scenery, clouds of expression, the revolution of one full year, 
and the nuanced moments of decision in these characters 
lives. Based in Northern California and shot over the course 
of 372 days, YEAR is a truly independent, remarkably 
constructed, and exquisitely acted film NOT to be missed.
